LowsVELLE, March — 28—Twenty-four 
hours have elapsed since the tornado swopt 
its pathway of death and ruin through this | 
city and the magnitude of the disaster is even | 
now only faintly comprehended. It will be 
daya before the full oxtent of the disaster is 
known. 

It is vory evident that it was not cyclone, 
as its effects. are too widespread. For rnilea 
in either direction of the city occasional roofs | 
Were torn offand the trees lifted out of the 
ground by the roots, As the special train 
ped towards the fated city, bringing press 
Foprevontatives from. Indianapolis, the evi- 
denees woro first, noticonble 50 miles out. 
First came to view an occasional dead tree 
broker into pigces, then Jarge and more sub- 
stantial \troes and finally monarchs of the 
forest. Many of tho little towns along the 
J.,.Mo&T, Railway were fairly stripped of 
their signs and gingerbread work, 

A few miles south of Henryville, about 21 
mniles from Toulsville, Iny at engine with ita 
hove plunged in d bed. of yéllow mud: On 
the opposite side lay the tender \and beliind 
‘two coachis’tipped over on their sides.

Gangs of rescuers 
wero at work like gophers on *the 
great mass of debris in the search for 
human victims.of the, awful! calamity. 
Here and thero lay a dead mule with clots of 
blood at its nostrils that had been dragged 
from the ruins of the great tobacco houses of 
which they are an adjunct, 

Women and men darted before mad horses 
whose hoofs \t seemed would crush them to 
death. Burly policemen were stationed at 
street crossings to prevent people from at- 
tempting to pass through the rnined 
thoroughfare where partially wrocked walls 

stood aso menace to human life, but their 
efforts were futile, and men, women and 
children made their way down the dangerous 
streets with astounding recklessness, The 
morbid crowd was not to be held back in ite 
wild desire to satisfy curiosity, and it was a 
wight worth their efforts to see. The wrock 
isso great that it beggars an attempt at de 
‘tail.

SWEPT AWAY BY THE FLOOD. 


Homes and Stock the Prey of the Rivers— 
Saffering Among the People. 


“Sx, Lonis, April 1.—Information® from 


“The first intimation of danger wo had 
were two distinct rockings of the buili 4 
about which time a dormer window on the 
lodge room was blown from its casings and 
immediately after the plastering began to 
drop from the ceiling. A wild rush was 
made ‘for the ante-rcom (which carried 
the with it; and I bad just reached the door 
when the entire floor gave way and we were 
procipitated to the bagement, blinded and al- 
most suffocated by a cloud of dust and crushed 
‘and jammed by falling timbers, In some 
way the door frame fqll with me and main- 
tained an upright position when it stopped, 


® possé appeared at the Falls City wreck. 
The walls of the adjoining house wore ‘first 
propped and ‘theri began the work of cutung 
through the heavy slate roof that covered 
all. At first work was difficult «..d laborious 
on’ account of the anxious multitude that 
thronged the wreck. Difficult wasthe task 
to. clear the ruin of women who were found 
digging at the slate with their fingers, crazed 
at the groans beneath, each of which thoy 
thought ascended from their dying. Every- 
one did noble work. 

After an hour of conseluss labor the first 
sufferer, Mrs. Sarah Kelly, was unearthed. 
Bhe was badly hurt. She saldat the first 
quake a mad rush was made for the en- 
terance. Women wore knocked down and 
trampled on inthe mad haste to escapo. 
Booing tho overwhelming jam at the door 
several remained behind. The last she saw of 
ber friends was just before the floor gave way 
and the ceiling fell The work was con 
tinued, but none of those whom Mra, Kelly 
said were near could be found. 

The excavation was then moved from tho 
rear of the building to the front, where it 
was supposed the greatest crowd was 
gathered. As soon as tho roofing was ro 
moyed and the mass of brick beneath, the 
first sight that met their eyes was anything 
but hopeful. Ten women locked in each 
othor's arms were drawn out of the debris. 
James Hasson, whoes wife had’ been at the 
lodge meeting, was foremost in'tho Work and 
tho first person ho drew out of the ruined 
building was his wife, who died in his arms. 
He laid her by tho side of the others who 
wero dead and continued to work for the 
living. 

Inside of the next house thirty men and 
women were drawn out dead bot with 
no wounds on thelr bodies, and it} 
ls thought all met their death from 
suffocation. The gas pipes had broken, which | 
caused the lights to go out and which saved | 
the ruins from fire for the time, but flooded | 
tho debris with a vapor almost as deadly as 
the fire might have proved. | 

Ways wore pierced into the breast of tho 
ruin and bodies drawn out doad and dying. 
Ono part of the building was reserved for | 
the dead but the wounded were taken into 
tho stores and houses on the opposite side of 
the street, where physicians and priests ad- | 
ministered to bodies andsou's, Along Main 
wtreot the pathway of the storm extended 
trom Sixth to K h-stroots on one side and 


and Iwas enabled to extricate myself from 
tho debris and make au exit to the stroct 
through’ an adjoining house whose doors I 
kicked in. 

“Meanwhile the shrieks and groans of those 
still imprisoned by the wreck formed chorus 
that in connection with the howling of the 
storm made my very heart sick. I was but 
slightly injured and at once returned over the 
ruins with several men to tho rear of the 
place and extinguished a fire that had begun 
to blaze fiercely. By this time the rain was 
falling in torrentsand it was difficult for the 
crowd to tell where to begin the work of 
réscue, The vivid lightning flashes only 
kave momentary views of the position of the 
ruins and blinded them, Among those whom 
I saw and recognised as having escaped from 
Jowel Lodge I can name only one, Mra 
Lizzie Walters, the treasurer of the lodge, 
who was covered with dust, drenched by the 
storia and'well-nigh distracted by the prob- 
ablo fate of her aged father, 
ed the lodge mocting with her and was still 
in the ruins, 

“The entire building collapsed in front and 
rear, and of the east and west sido walls noth’ 
ing was standing above tho second story, 
There were nearly 100 members present at 
our lodge meeting, as several candidates were 
up for initiation, Fully two-thirds of these 
were ladies. Besides our lodge another order 
was holding a meeting on the samo floor with 
us, A German band was reboarsing on the 
second floor and a party of decorators 
were at work in the large hall on that floor 
preparing for some entertainment. So far 
as I could judgo when I had succeeded in 
escaping thero was less than a dozen all told 
who got out unhurt, and the cries for help 


| and groans that issued from the broken and 


twisted hoap proved that scores were still 
thore unable to escape.” 

Tho deaths will numbor (50, Forty men 
have been sent out’ by the Board of Trade to 
make a thorough canvass of the district and re- 
port losses of life and property fully, ‘The 
work of rescuing the mangled dead went 
bravely on to-day, A hundred anxious mon 
worked as they never worked before for 
the bodies of their wives, fathers, mothers,

Whilst & great outcry has been raised in 
Ontario over an alleged but not authorita- 
tively determined depreciation in the value 
of farming landain this province,a far great- 
er and more general depreciation in land 
values has been taking place in 
States, ; 

In all the States of the Union from which 
returns haye been received, the same story 
has been beard, namely, heavy depreciation 
in the value of lands, and an. immenso in- 
crease in mortgage indebtedness, consequent 
upon low prices of products, Finally, we 
have, on the authority of the annual report 
of the State Assessors, which was Jaid be- 
fore the New York Legislature on the 24th 
inst., an authoritative Teport as to affairs 
in that State. The report is lengthy, even 
as summarized for the press, but its im- 
Portance warrants its reproduction. It 
says: 

‘There continues to be a 
ation in the value of farm 
every county, and the de) 
farmers continues, while the prospect for 
improvement is not good. Many assort 
that after paying expenses they cannot re-

refers to two intimate friends who disap- 
pearod shortly after they arrived in ‘Canada 
from England to commetice the life of gentlo- 
mon farmers, having been induced to conie 
hero as the result of ingoniously and crafty- 
worded advertisements in The London Times 
and other papers. ‘The first’ case mentioned 
by Mr. Alderson is one which came under 
his notice while a resident of London, 
England: that of Augustus Rawlings, who 
resided with his parents at Maud Villas, 
Camberwell, London. Rawlings was at 
tracted by an advertisement addressed to sons 
of gentlemen and others, setting forth that 
pupils would bo taught farming in Canada 
for a consideration, This “considera- 
tion” which» Rawlings paid, was under 
stood by Mr, Alderson to be £1000, 
one-third of which sum was paid to Mr, —— 
of Toronto, the Canadian agent of the Fins- 
bury pavement concern, who kept that office 
well supplied with pamphlets, etc, Rawlings 
left home in high glee and arrived in due 
course at Toronto, whence he was sent to 
Hamilton. He wrote from the Ambitious 
City to his mother as well as to Mr. Alderson, 
stating that ho would write from Niagara 
Falls and furnish a sketch of the magnificent 
place where ho was to be located at that 
place, Rawlings has never been heard of 
from that date to this, His parents have 
since died in ignorance of the fate of their 
son. } 

‘The second Case is that of Frank Regbie, 
‘on of a British officor who died in India 
and left his son a large fortune. Tho latter 
was educated for the army but was plucked 
int his examination and decided to invest in 
an Ontario farm. He arrived in Toronto

ates, and Alderson invited him to come to

First—The stems and the branches are 
twisted artificially in every direction, 
either'in a waving or serpentine form, 
or coiled as a helix, and this has the ef- 
fect of greatly diminishing their apparent 
length. Second—The branches are pinch- 
ed very frequently, and the stems are 
often cut down, whereby they become 
enlarged in such a manner that the trunk 
forms a thick stump whence grow 
branches more or less slender. Third— 
The plants are deprived of the tap root, 
Fourth—The roots which replace the tap 
root go out of the ground for a great 
length, and are buried in the soil only at 
their extremities in such a manner that 
the trunk is supported by numerous feet 
or legs.

How to Make Hot Beds, 
Provide a quantity of fresh horse ma- 
nure and add to this, when practicable, 
one-third of its bulk in leaves. Mix thor- 
oughly, tramp down and form in a large 
pile. In two or three days fermentation 
will be apparent by the escape of steam 
from the heap, Now turn again, and 
allow tho heap to remain two or three 
days longer, or until the secOnd fermen- 
‘tation begins. “Make an“ éxcayation, or 
pit, two and a ‘half feet deep, and of a 
size suited to the number of plants re- 
quired. The pit will be better if built 
up of brick. It should be made in some 
dry, sheltered spot, facing the south or 
east if possible,

In’ conversation a fow days ago with a 
well known and intelligont farmer of North 
| Haatinge—a gontloman who is Roove of his 
| cownship—ho remarked that if the United 
| Staton impose a duty of 300, per bushel on 

barley, it would in the ond be one of tho 
beat things that could happon to the farm 
ors of Canada, For tho past throo years, 
ho enid, the growing of barley had not boon 
remuporative, owing to unfavorable soa- 
sons, exhaustion of the soil consequent 
upon the growing of one kind of orop, and 
the use of substitutes and Statos barloy by 
the U. 8, brewers and maltaters. Now, 
said our friend, the Yankoos are getting 
our barley for one-half of ita value. The 
substitution of two-rowed for six-rowed 
barley; and of the English for the American 
market for the sale of that crop would, he 
believed, bo of groat advantage to our farm- 
ers, Such are tho views of a woll informed 
farmor of this groat barley growing district. 

In connootion with the subject we give 
the following communication as published 
in tho Lmpire, which furnishes much valu- 
able information on the subject : 

A MEDALIST'S VIEW ON BARLEY, 
To the Keitor of the Empire, 

Stx,—Thero is no question of more im- 
portance ro the Onnadian farmer at the 
present timo than the barley question. Wo 
tind by the report of tho directors of agri- 
culture of Kngland and France that the 
barley product of the world the past season 
has been about 825,000,000 bushels, the 
valuo of which has been $775,000,000, being 
an average of 940. per bushel. Now, we 
have been compelled to accept for our 
barloy somothing less than half this price. 
The question now arises, ‘Why are we ro 
ceiving such a low price for our product} 
1s it the fault of our soil and climate and a 
consequent production of a poor article, or 
aro wo idiots or fools, and are swindled out 
of the average price of the world by 
sharpers and selling in the wrong mar«et | 
The natural home of barley ab moderate 
elevations is between latitudes 40 and 56, 
Although it may be grown a little outside 
of these limits, still the best samples must 
be grown within theso bounds. As we aro 
in this fortunate Jotitude, our situation 
second to none, and as we are well inland 
and have dry atmosphere, the color of 
our grain is not surpassed in the world. It 
must be self evident that if.we are not re 
ceiving the average price of the world for 
our product the fault must remain with 
oursclyos, 

We have for years been growing the old 
six-rowed variety, until it has deteriorated 
by thickening and softening of the hull, 
and consequently is easily colored, Smut 
has also ruined about one-third of our pro- 
duct this past season, Our common six- 
rowed barley is not marketable anywhere 
bunt in tho United States, and as they are 
growing large quanties of good sample, bo- 
sides using substitutes, they take particular 
pleasure in imposing heavy duties upon us, 
and inorersing it from time to time, as 
they feel their independence of us. Wo, 
like idiots, have placed the whip in their 
hands, and they toke pleasure in applying 
it. Shall we, like slaves, fold our arms 
and say there {s no help for this state of 
affairs, and willingly submit to their impo- 
sitions, and cringingly beg for commercial 
union or annexation ? 

Now, what should be our immediate 
action in reference to this question of bar- 
ley? Great Britain is our legitimate 
market for our surplus productsa—‘‘un- 
limited and free’’—but we have practically 
said in the past we will nob deal with the 
mother country. We prefer being in-ser- 
vitude to the United States and pay tithes 
to them, Great Britain annually imports 
60,000,000 bushels of barley from foreign 
countries. Our export only reaches about 
11,000,000 bushels, and this goes to the 
United States, so that there is no danger 
of overproduction even if we grow an un- 
limited amount and we export to Great 
Britain. But we must grow the two-rowed 
variety, as the six rowed is useless in their 
market. Oan we profitably grow it? I 
emphatically say ‘‘We can,” and equal to 
the British barley. I make this statement 
from practical experience, I have repeat- 
edly grown the,two rowed barley from im- 
ported British seed as good as the seed 
itself, 54 to 58 lbs. per bushel, A few 
years ago I procured chevalier barley, and 
sowed this four years in succession, pro- 
ducing altogether upwards of 38,000 
bushels, which averaged in weight 64 
lbs. per bushel, although this variety is 
lighter in weight than several other varie- 
ties which 1 have tested, But this barley 
produced on medium heavy land five 
bushels per acre more than the six-rowed 
variety grown beside it. 1 am sure that 
Carter's prize barley, which is being im- 
ported by the Government, can be grown 
56 lbs per bushel and upwards, and will 
command at the very least fouble the 
price we are now receiving from the Amer- 
icons. Bosides, at the same time we are 
uniting the link that will bind us more 
securely to the mother country. ‘‘United 
we stand, divided we fall,”. Let every 
agriculturist procure some of the two rowed 
barley, so wisely and ao generously import- 
ed by our Government, which eventually 
will be thé means of shaking [he American 
yoke from off our necks, and we will be 
able to stand erect like men, true to our 
country, loyal to our Queen, trusting in 
Providence: and the clouds, which now 
temporarily efshroud us, will vanish away.

Tariff Revision 


How the Work has been Lorformod.

Hatirax, March 28,—Tho Allan steamor 
Polynosian has arrived from Liverpoo), 
having bad » terrible ps Sho loft

Tho 
morning of the 2lst brought a howling 
in which the ship was much 
In the evening regular hurri 
cane was encountored, A largo numbor of 
tcobergs wore passed ontho 22nd, At 
times the ship was eurrounded by largo 
bergs, some of which wore of immenne nize, 
ono in particular being nearly a mile in 
length, The ship was tossing at the meroy 
of the waves amidat the icebergs, the 
con) was fast running out, and baga of sugar 
were being utilized for fuel. With the 
coal nosrly out and the vease) among ice 
bergs the situation was one neyerto bo 
forgotten by thone who experienced it. On 
tho evening of the 25th a snow storm was 
encountered and 24 bags of sugar were 
used to replenish the fires. The seas were 
80 strong that the captain doomed it advis 
ablo to stop the vessel and put out the sea 
anchor, The wind was howling and the 
seas wore breaking over tho vessel; 76 bags 
of sugar wero brought into’ requisition 
for fuel. On tho 27th, a» Gloucester 
achoonor was sighted, flying signale of dis- 
tress. The steamer bore down on her and 
found she wanted water, which could not 
be supplied, as the Polynesian was short, 
Whon the morning of the 28ch dawned land 
was sighted, to the great joy of the passen- 
gers, some of whom imagined they would 
never see Halifax. The steamer brought 
617 steerage passengers, among whom were 
two lots of boys, numbering 42 and 74, con- 
signed to Miss Birt and Miss MoPherson 
respectively.

TORNADO VICTIMS. 


Loss of Life and Property in Outlying 
Kentucky Countios. 

Guascow, Ky., April 1.—In tho lower 
part of this and Allen counties the tornado 
of Thursday did immense damage. For 10 
miles beyond Barren River and five miles oa 
this gide the storm’ swept everything before 
it, its track being 500 yards wide in some 
places and half a mile in others. It seems to 
have hugged the ground closely and did not 
leave a house or tree standing. Andrew 
Winn’s house in Allen county wasleveledand 
his wife killed. George Carver's house was 
wrecked and his wife killed, A child of Jack 
Green was killed. Samuel White, his wife 
and son were crippled. White had a fruit 
farm of 50 acres and a large number of bee 
hives, Every tree was blown down ond 
every hive carried away. Joe Bush's 
house in’ Barren county was unroofed. 
Alonzo Whitney’s house near by ‘was 
demolished as, was William Button’s, 
Seventeen lives in all are said to haye been 
lost in Allen county. Dwellings, barns, 
timber and fences were destroyed and the 
money loss will bo heavy, 

Lircurre.p, Ky., April 1.—News of dam- 
age done in the extremé northwestern part 
of this county and southern part of Brecken- 
ridge county by the recent storm has just 
reached here, At Falls of Rough soveral 
houses and small bridges were blown down, 
and Mrs. Tom Edwards was killed, Mrs. 
Edwards’ husband was drowned from a raft 
of logs at Spottsville Bridge on Green River 
only a week or ten daysago. At McDaniels 
eight or ten houses were damaged and the 
wife of John Jarboé#vas killed by the chim- 
ney being blown over and crashing through 
the roof. Two children of John Tucker are 
reported killed and several other persons in- 
jured. 

Hantrorp, Ky., April 1—In the path of 
Thursday's storm near here was the 
Gidcombe homestead, Mr, Gidcombe, 
sr, had gone to Evansville on 
raft of sawlogs, His son, aged 29, and 
adaughtor, aged 17, were killed by boing 
crushed by stones from the falling chimney, 
Two others of the family were slightly in- 
jured. Mrs, Gidcombo escaped death by o 
miracle, The heayy stong chimney wat 
blown over on the house, caving in the rool 
and carrying the upper floor with it, Thor 
was an old-fashioned loom on the upper floor 
and it crushed through with the falling 
chimney and completely enclosed Mrs. Gid 
combe under it, its massive frame being stout 
enough to hold the roof and falling chimney 
from grinding her to death, 

Sr, Louis, April 1,—Fitteen families in the 
bay bottom: near Golconda, IL, were ren- 
dered homeless by the recent tornado and 
most of their mombers injured, The storm 
literally swept .growing wheat from the 
ground. Ten dwellings were utterly wrecked 
and all barns and outhouses destroyed, 
Several hundred head of cattle were scat. 
tered and most of them are known ‘to have 
been killed. In Livingston County, Ky., 
directly across the Ohio River from Golconda, 
Jacob Schwab had his farm house blown 
away, bis barns and threshing machine 
wrecked, and was himself carried 200 foot, 
dashed against a tree, mangled beyond recog- 
nition and killed instantly, William Bell's 
house was torn to ploces, his furniture blown 
into tho river flve miles away, his barn de 
molished, his stock killed and of his family of 
flyo everyone had an arm or leg broken or 
was otherwise injured. Eli Bobbott and 
family wore at suppor, and although his 
house was carried away and demolished, no 
‘ono was hurt

THE PATH OF THE STORM, 


Hayoo and Destruction Mark Its Course 
Through Kentucky. 

Lovisvit.e, March 80,—Tho swath of the 
tornado which wrought such terrible do- 
struction in this city is clearly marked 
through tho state. Reports from Paducah, 
near which place the whirlwind must have en- 
tered Kentucky, give detrils of much damage, 
‘The new town of Grand River on the Cumber- 
land was destroyed and several people wero 
killed. In Laurel County many houses were 
raved to the ground. From Crittenden 
County the same story comes. Heavy storms 
are reported from nearly all the river 
counties. In Christian and Trigg,in the 
southern partof the state, tho loss of life and 
property was very heavy. East of Louis- 
Ville no serious damage is reported, aithough 
anumber of houses were unroofed by the 
wind, On tho farm of Thomas L. Barrett, 
president of the Bank of Kentucky, 
about 3¢ miles out on the Cane Run- 
road, was seen the most visible results 
of the cyclone, The barns and dwellings 
on the farm wero scattered skyward, while 
the fences and stacks of hay and straw were 
strewn for miles around. One of the strange 
freaks of the storm was the killing of the in- 
fant child of James Crowley, the manager 
of Mr. Barrett’s farm, which was blown from 
the nurse's arms, lifted up in the air and 
landed same distance away.

How much time wo 
have wasted in thinking of what we might 
havo said or might have done! We spend 
hours and days and years in walking around 
thatdead lion. We cannot resuscitate it, It 
will nover open its eyes again, Thore will 
novor be anothor spring in its paw. Dead as 
any feline torror of South Africa, throtigh 
whose heart thirty years ago Gordon Cum- 
ming sent tho slug. Don’t lot us give any 
more time to the deploring of the dead past, 
Thore are other opportunities remaining, 
They may not be as great, but they aro 
worth our attention. Small opportunities 


hensive book interest me so much as ite 
epothogms, those short, terse, sontentious, 
opigrammatic xayings, of which my text is 
one—‘A living dog {s better than a dead 
lion." 

Here the lion stands for nobility and tho 
dog for meanness You must know that 
the dog mentioned in the text is not one of 
our American or European or Scottish dogs 
that, in our mind, Isa synonym for tho 
beautiful, the graceful, the affectionate 
the sagacious and the true Tho St. 
Bernard dog is a hero, and if you doubt it, 
ask the snows of the Alps, outof which he 
picked tho exhausted traveler, Tho shep- 
herd-dog isa poem, and if you doubt it ask 
the highlands of Scotland. The Arctic dog 
is the rescue of explorers, and if you doubt 
it, ask Dr, Kano's expedition, Tho watch- 
dog is a living protection, and if you doubt 
it, ask 10,000 homesteads over whose safoty 
be watched last night, Bub Solomon, the 
author of my text, lived in Jerusalem, and 
the dog ho speaks of in the text was a dog in 
Jerusalem. All up and down the Biblo, tho 
most of which was written in Palestine or 
Byria, or contiguous lands, the dog is used in 
contemptuous comparison. 

On the other hand tho lion is hoalthy, 
strong, and Joud-yoiced, and at its roar tho 
forests echo and the mountains tremble. 
It is marvelous for strongth, and whon its 
hide is removed the muscular compactness 
is something wonderful, and the knife 
of the dissoctor bounds back from tho 
teodons As most of the Biblo was 
written ‘in regions lion-haunted, this 
qeeaturo appears in almostall parts of tho 
Bible asa simile. David understood its 
habits of night-prowling and day-slumber- 
ing, as is soen from his description; “The 
young lions roar after their proy and seek 
thelr meatfrom God, The sun ariseth, 
they gather thomselves together, and lay 
them down in their dons” And again he 
eres out, “My soul is among lions.” 
Moses know them and said, ‘Judah is 
couched like a lion," Samson know 
them, for he took houey from 
the carcass of a slain lion. Solo- 
mon knew them and says, “The king's 
wrath isns the roar of alion,” and again, 
the slothfal mansays, ‘There is a lion in 
the way.” Isninh knew them, and says, in 
tho millennium, ‘The lion shall eat straw 
like an ox." Exekiel knew them, and says; 
“The third was the face of a lion.” Paul 
know them, and says: “I was delivered out of 
the mouth of the lion.” Peter knew them, 
aad says; ‘Tho devil asa roaring lion walk- 
eth about.” St, John knew them, and says 
of Christ, ‘Behold the Lion of the tribe of 
Jadab!”

What a thing to congratulate you on is 
your life!

His 
public life began as a player on a snare drum 
in old Ben De Bar's Theatre tn St, Louis, and 
the first dancing in public which he did was 
ina St. Louis gin mill, whero he was’ paid 
$10 a week, To-day, notwithstanding his 
periodical sprees, ho is unquestionably the 
richest'actor in Amorica, his woalth being 
estimated at not less than $2,000,000, His 
home in Albany, which fs known as Smmot's 
Castle is said to haye costhim $250,000, and 
there he has a collection of dogs for which ho 
paid $20,000.

min Wilson, the second, who owned a 
brewery in Burton before the Basses, and 
they go back to 1777. In fact the Allsop 
business can be traced by documents further 
back than 1745, In early days the firm 
had modest ideas as to capital, Mr, Wil- 
son writing in 1774 to a friend on the ox- 
tension of his browery, said the altercations 
would *‘take all the money 1 can raise with 
copvenlence to myself, beyond which I do 
not choose to go,” A century has made a 
considerable change. Samuel Allsop in- 
herited the brewery in 1808. Then it was 
a comparative small thing; now, thé build- 
ings occupy 50 acres of land in Burton it- 
self, andthe maltings and their pertinents 
in the neighborhood cover 140 acres, The 
old brewery covers only three acres, so the 
growth of the business in the past century 
can be calculated, 


A Hangman’s Business 

The estate of Marwood, the famous Eng- 
lish hangman, is in bankruptcy. [t ap- 
pears by his books that his businss, al- 
though very active, was by no means ina 
fiourishing condition at the timo of his 
death. Marwood was a shoomakor by trade, 
In Horncastle, Lincolnshire, where he liv- 
ed, the people believed that he was woalthy, 
and they were surprised to learn that he 
died insolvent, His profita in hemp were 
considerable, but he was a speculator, and 
was not at all fortunate, In his books 
there appears an item of £26 againat the 
city of Dublin, the balance due for the 
hanging of the murderers of Burke and 
Cavendish. Outside of his passion for 
speculations Marwood was very close and 
economical. He képt his business to him- 
self, and even his wife knew little or no- 
thing of his affairs, He is undoubtedly 
the firat hangman that ever figured in the 
list of bankrupts, and his ill Juck in busi- 
ness ventures outside of his professional 
engagements may have a tendency to weak- 
en the popular faith in the good fortune 
that a hangman’s rope, or a portion of it, is 
sure to bring to its happy possessor, Bub, 
after all, it may be that Marwood sold all 
his ropes and kept not one piece for him- 
self. If this should turn out to be the 
truth, it will furnish a startling warning to 
all other hangman, 


A Pleasant Anecdote of Disraeli. 
There has been a superstition in the 
world by which rogues havo often profited, 
but which is now happily fading away—a 
fancy that 2 man of genius muat always be 
4 Delphic creature, and, if not obsoure in 
words, must at least never lower his dig 
nity by participating in anything ungrand. 
But the homely practicality of true genius 
never avoids the little, if a little can be 
gained. This was well illustrated by anin- 
cident during the sossion of the Berlin 
Congress where, by-the-by, Disraeli in- 
sisted at the start, though he could speak 
French readily, that the business should be 
errried on in English, thereby implying to 
the Assembly of Europe that Eoglish was 
the master tongue of the world and he the 
master of the situation, Tho little incident 
wasthis. At the first diplomatic dinner, 
the Marquis of Salisbury, a rather sharp 
observer, suggested to Prince Bismarck 
that it was unwholesome to swallow cherry:

There was no se- 
rious disease of 9 contagious nature during 
the year, although anthrax in several forma 
manifested itself in the Northwest. The 
Department has under consideraticn the 
best methods of dealing with this disease, 
which is serious for the localities in which 
it is found; but not dangerous to the Do- 
minion at large, nor one which affects the 
status of the Dominion asza healthy cattle 
country, It is a matter of great congratu- 
lation that the quarantines of the Dominion 
have been successful in keeping out that 
most dangerousand insidious disease, pleu- 
ro-pneumonia, which prevails ao extensively 
in parts of the United states and Europe 
in spite of great exertio: nd the expendi- 
ture of millions to extirpate it,

Mr, Speaker and Gentlomen of the Legis 
lative Assembly: 

Now that you havo brought to a close your 
labors for this sossion and I am about to re- 
Hove you from furthor attendance hore, I de- 
niro to oxpress to you my high appreciation 
of the zeal and intelligence with which you 
have discharged your duties as represonta- 
tives of the people, 

Tho public measures which you havo passed, 
haying for their object the improvement of 
the municipal law, tho better administration 
of justice, tho simplification of the procedure 
in respect of mechanics’ liens, the promotion 
of agricultural interests, the protection of 
valuablo live stock and the amendment of 
the registry laws and tho insurance laws, 
are, Iam persuaded, in tho public interest, 
and will bo found to haye Beon framed with 
a due appreciation of tho onds to be attained. 

I cordially approve of the amendments 
mado to tho Public and Separate Schools 
Act Although it was already clear that no 
person was to be ranked as a separate school

supporter except through his own voluntary 
act, nevertheless the directions now given to 
municipal officers with respect to assessment 
and to registration of the notices required by 
section 40 of the Separate School Act will, 
doubtless, tend to prevent the occurrence of 
mistakes in the rating of public and separate 
school supporters respectively, and thus so- 
cure greater certainty with regard to assess~- 
ments for school p 

It is gratifying to mo to observe your mani- 
fest desire to ais in every proper manner the 
interests of education throughout the pro- 
vince, Your sympathy was practically 
evinced on the one hand by the unanimity 
with which you came to the assistance of the 
provincial university in the recent calamity 
that befel that institution, and on the other 
hand by the generous grant made towards 
maintaining in increased efficiency the poor 
schools in the new districts, where, owing to 
sparseness of population and other disadvant- 
ages, settlers have serious difficulties to con- 
tend with In securing for their ch!idren the 
benofits ofa common school training. 

I cannot dismiss the subject of education 
‘without referring to the excellent impression 
made everywhere by the intimation that a 
sister province has donated to the University 
of Toronto a substantial sum to assist in re- 
building that institution. 

I am pleased to note that the measure 
which you have adopted providin- mining 
regulations has met with the general ap- 
Pproval of those engaged in mining operations, 
The act will doubtless be of service in pro- 
moting tho safoty, health and comfort of the 
operatives, and gives assurance that work in 
the mines of the province will be carried on 
upon improved methods, 

The measure amending the General Mining 
Act will afford to those desirous of purchasing 
mining lands facilities for transacting much 
of their business in the localities in which the 
lands lie, and for obtaining the information 
necessary to applications for purchasing. 

The amendments made to the Freo Granta 
and Homesteads Act will, I trust, beneficially 
affect, not only those who may be within ita 
immediate operation, but the froe grant dis 
tricts generally, 

It is with much gratification that I give 
my sanction to the act passed for the purpose 
of encouraging county councils in the 
laudable work of erecting houses of refuge in 
connection with industrial farms, and there 
by relieving jails of tho care and support of 
aged, holpless and poor persons not belonging 
to the criminal class. I trust the councils will 
avail themselves of the provisions of the act, 
and thus give effect to your timely legislation 
in this respect. 

I have with much satisfaction observed 
your efforts to make more adequate the pro 
visions of the law having for their object the 
proper care of persons of tender years cony 
mitted as offenders under any of the 
statutes in force in this province; and I 
regard as oa most salutary provision your 
enactment that children under the age of 
thirteen years shall be sent, not to penal in- 
stitutions, but, where practicable, to duly 
certified industrial schools, where thoy may 
receive a training calculated to make them 
useful citizens. 

I trust it will be found that the abolition 
of certain exemptions from municipal assess: 
ment has been in the publio interest, your 
action having been largely, if not wholly, 
based upon communications to my advisorg 
from the various municipal councils in the 
province, which had been consulted with a 
view to ascertaining the extent to which 
public opinion would concur in changes to be 
made. . 

I have assented with pleasure to the 
amendments made in the liquor license 
law. They appear to be in consonance with 
the growth of public sentiment upon the 
temperance question, and to have received 
general sympathy and approval. I have no 
doubt experience will show that the measure 
on this subject has been conceived in the 
public interest and will prove eminently 
beneficial. 

Inotice that the private legislation this 
session has been unprecedentedly large, a 
fact which marks the ever-increasing wantd 
of an active population, Those measures, 
some of which are ofa vyory important 
character, bear evidence of having received 
careful consideration, 

I thank you for the liberal appropriations 
which you haye made for the public service, 
‘The supplies which you have granted will be 
expended with care and in the public in 
torest. 

It now devolves upon mo to bring to a closa 
this, the last session of the sixth Logislature 
of Ontario, In doing so I wish to assure you 
that I take leave of you with a duo senso of 
the wisdom and patriotism which have 
guided your deliberations, My hope is that 
your successors will be found to bo not less 
earnest in fulfilling their duty to our common 
country, and that, like you, they willat all 
times show a just appreciation of the high 
trust which, as reprosontatives of the people, 
will have been committed to their safo-keop- 
ing.

Tho Duty on Pork. 

Orrawa, April 8.—With the House com- 
mencing its session again come tho tariff 
deputations to wait “on tho Ministers of 
Customs and Finance in regard to the decrease 
of duty asa general rule, This morn- 
ing an influential deputation of lumbermen 
of the OttawaValley, numbering about forty, 
waited on Hon. G, E. Foster and Hon. Mac- 
kenzie Bowell to protest against the proposed 
increase on the duty on heavy mess pork. 
At present the duty is $2 barrel and it is 
proposed to increase it by a half a cent per 
pound, which will make the duty $3.20 a 
barrel, The Iumbermen represented that 
this increase would militate very heavily 
against them in their shanty business and 
that owing to climatic influences the grade 
of pork could not be raised in Canada, They 
asked no alteration in the proposed duty on 
lighter pork. 

Ono of the deputation said; “The minis- 
ters assured us that they did not require this 
increase for the purposes of revenue, but 
merely in order to encourage Canadian 
manufacture, Ido nofthink that mess pork 
of that description could be grown in Cana- 
da for $30a barrel and I think I know 
something of breeding. At present we pay 
$9 in Chicago.” 

Mr, Foster said he came from a country 
where lumbering was largely carried on and 
believed he knew something about the busi- 
ness, He was convinced that farmers, if 
they had a chance, could raise the proper 
kind of pork required for lumbermen. 
They were mistaken in supposing 
that the duty had been taken off packing 
boxes. It was only taken off tho outside 
cover, For example, if soveral barrels of 
pork wore imported in a large box, the box 
would be admitted free but the barrels would 
haye to pay duty, It was thesame with 
other articles. However, he would lay the 
viows of the deputation before his colleagues, 

A delegation of pork packers arrived in the 
city to-day. It comprised Messrs, Fearman 
of Hamilton and Flayelle, Park and Clarke 
of Toronto, Messrs, Brown and McKay ac- 
companied the delegates, who waited on 
Messrs, Foster and Bowell, They pointed 
out tho groat benefits the increased duty on 
pork was to confer on their industry, and 
asked the Government not to necede to the 
representations made by the lumbermen with 
aview to removing the duty, The dele- 
gation also asked for some explanation of the 
ordor-in-council passed respecting the classi- 
fication of certain kinds of pork, 

A deputation composed of a majority of 
the Ontario members waited upon tho 
Ministers of Finance and Customs this even- 
ing and adyocatod leaving tho tariff on pork 
and beef as at present and not to make any 
chango whatever in the duties, ‘This deputa- 
tion was brought about by tho strong pres 
sure brought to bear on tho Finance Minister 
by tho lumbermen’s deputation of this 
morning. 

Mr. Brown afterwards accompanied Mr, J. 
D. Humphrey, Toronto, to see Mr, Bowell to 
endeavor to obtain an increased duty on 
India rubbor lothing. Ho oxhibited 
specimens of th “ly Manufactured in To-

At Tornea, Finland, June 21 brings a 
day nearly 22 hours long, -and Ohristmas 
one leas than three hours in length.

A third division took place on an amondment 
by Mr, Meredith based on the muddle which 
took place in Essex in granting licenses after 
tho repeal of the Scott Act, tho amendment 
being lost on a yote of 50 to 82, A fourth 
amendment, moved by Mr, Meredith, de 
clared that license commissionors should be 
further removed from political influence 
than is possible where the appointments rest 
with the Government, He asked to have tho 
rural commissioners appointed by the county 
councils and the urban commissioners olected 
by the direct vote of the pooplo, including 
women entitled to vote for municfpal 
representatives.

On the motion for a third reading of the 
Provincial Secretary's bill to amend the 
Registry Act, Mr, Meredith moved the third 
reading of his own bill‘as an amendment to 
the Government: measure, Mr, Meredith's 
bill provides that registrars of deeds shall 
hereafter be appointed by the council of the 
city or county “wherein the registration 
division for which they are appointed is 
situate, and that such councils shall be em- 
Powered to fund tho fees of the office and pay 
by salary, It also contains other provisions 
of a somewhat less important nature, His 
Amendment, he argued, should be carried on 
public grounds. Tho patronage should bo 
taken from the hands of the Government, be- 
cause that patronage was not properly ad- 
ministered.

“Tadmit the circumstances were suspicious 
looking and it was to allay these suspicions 
that I came home, I haye been furnished by 
my friends in Woodstock with clippings 
from the newspapers in which my name was 
freely used with the Benwell tragedy, and it 
was these that decided me to come back, J 
might have gono on to California, made 6 
new home and have got my wife to follow 
me, but that course would not have removed 
her and my friends from the cloud of sus- 
picion that hung over them. I felt that by 
clearing myself I cleared them and so 1 
came. 

‘In short, I left here through a sudden im- 
pulse, aggravated by liquor, with the inten- 
tion of beginning life again. I came back to 
clear myself of the suspicions that very 
naturally ware attached fo me.

THE CANADIAN RAILROADS. 


Senator Cullom’s Committeo Makes an 
Exceedingly “Strong” Report, 


Wasninoton, April 4:—Senator Cullom 
shas submitted to the Interstate Commerce 
Committee his report upon the investigation 
which that committee has been making dur 
ing the last summer into the competition of 
Canadian railroads with the transcontinental 
railroads of the United States, The report 
will not be given out for publication, the 
statement having been made in the commit- 
tee that until all the members could give it 
careful consideration it was inexpedient to 
publish, it. A member of the committee 
who rend it, howoyer, says it is an oxceeding- 
ly, strong document; that it recommends 
that the Grand Trank and other Canadian 
railroads shall be placed upon the provisions 
of the interstate commorce law, so far as it

SIBERIA'S HORRORS RIVALED. 


Crueltics of Goorgin’s Brutal Convict Sys 
tem—Women Stripped and Flogged. 

Macon, Ga., Aprit4.—The State of Georgia 
is absolutely and entirely without the least 
femblance of a state penitentiary, The 
commonwealth has no place whatever to 
send its convicts to and they are consigned 
tocamps where their labor is leased to manu- 
facturers and contractors. One of these 
camps is at Chattahooche, and William Sea; 
brook, a colored man, aged 24, who had just 
been released pending a newtrial for an 
alleged assault, tells this story of tho crnelties 
practised there: 

“When T went into the prison I was told 

that if I didn’t do just right I would be 
whipped and I was given to understand that'd 
better keep my mouth shut when any strang- 
ers come around if I knowed what was go3d 
for me. I'd been there only a day or two be. 
foro I seo them whipping some of the prison- 
ers Cap'n Woodruff, who is tho whipping 
boss appointed by law, did the whipping; 
nobody olso was allowed to, ‘The 
women convicts were not moved from 
Chattahoochee to Bolton until about 
a month ago, and they used to whip the 
women just the same as the men. When 
Woodruff would say, ‘Down your dross,’ the 
women would know what that meant, and 
they'd take their dresses off sometimes as far 
as below their waist, although often and 
often, sir, I've seen wornen convicts made to 
strip stark naked bofore all the men convicts, 
and they were whipped right there, They 
didn’t uso to take them into any special 
building to whip them, but it would be done 
right thero whore the women happened to be 
totin’ (carrying) brick. I saw twenty-one or 
twenty-two womon whipped—noarly all 
there was in tho prison. 

“Tho mon prisonors was treated about the 
samo; thoy’d be mado to take off everything 
except thier trousors, and they have to slip 
those down to their knoes. Then the man or 
woman who was to bo whipped would be 
mado to bend over while standing up and 
the whip would be put on. They were all 
whippod below the waist, I’ve socn half-a- 
dozen prisoners whipped at ono time, If 
any prisoner resisted tried to fight 
five or six others of the biggest and strongest 
convicts would Jump on him and hold him 
on the ground on his stomach while Wood 
ruff licked him, D've seen black mon whipped, 
mister, till they turnod 
fcon whito men whipped

A Plea for Cross Bred Poultry. 

A Now Jersey poulterer makes a plea fa 
American Agriculturist for market poultry 
obtained by proper crossing. He says: Fot 
market the desired points aro an increased 
production of eggs and improvement for the 
table. These are the legitimate grounds 
which justify cross breeding. In crossps y¢ 
combine quality with size, as, for example, 
Houdan on Cochin or Brahma, or Cochin on 
Dorking. The latter cross is after the Eng 
lish fashion, They, take m good 2; ld 
Cochin cock and mate with six good Dorking 

‘hous of a year old, Thepullets of the crost 
fre next season mated with game, and thelr 
produce is then marketed. Thus they gait 
size from the Cochin, and quantity from thé 
Dorking. By the gato cross very little ir 
size is sacrificed, while another first rate cros 
in point of quality, is added. An English 
man, referring to this cross, once sald: “The 
flesh is white as snow, and as savory as any 
aldermanic gourmand could desire.” It mus 
be understood, however, that nothing fs gain 
ed by mating the progeny. Cross bred birds 
should never be mated together. When we 
make tho cross we have the ideal of our ex 
periment; beyond that thore isa downward 
tendency, We donot believe any groat suc 
cess can be obtained in mating for increased 
egg production. That is, nocross can be se- 
cured that will give a higher egg record thas 
that which someof our noted strains now 
have.

In ¢ eas it is 
quite the equal of either, fully as large or 
larger, jet black, of equally good quality, 
firmer and stronger in growth of cane, 
equaling in vigor and strong growth the 
Ohio or any other variety of ironclad 
hardiness, and so productive that it 
yields as much as Souhegan, while that 
variety is giving pickings and as much 
more afterwards, thus doubling the 
yields and the length of the season,” 


wking Axparagas Leds. 

One of the most important things in the 
culture of asparagus is to have the bed 
rich, In order to do this the soil should 
be trenched toa considerable depth, anda 
considerable quantity of manure worked 
in for at least a depth of two feet, the 
object being to enrich the soil sufficiently 
deep to nourish the roots of the plant. 
The bed also requires a top dressing of 
manure each year, to give the best results, 
As with some other things, the question 
of spring or fall planting has its adherents 
on both sides, American Garden ex- 
presses the preference for fall planting. 
Either the Giant or Conover’s Colossal are 
good, the latter preferred, Other varie- 
ties of late introduction may be tried if 
desired, though they are no better than 
those referred above, 


Insects Injarlous to Hortloulture, 

At the annual meeting of the New Jer- 
sey State Horticultural society Professor 
Smith, entomologist of the experiment 
station, read an essay in which he stated 
that of all insect enemies the codling 
moth was the worst to pomaceous fruits. 
The trees should be sprayed before the 
larve entered the fruits immediately 
after the fall of the blossom, and re- 
peated twice eight or ten days apart. 
One pound of paris green to 500 gallons 
of water was sufficient. Horecommended 
the Nixon nozzlesas being especially 
good, The Cyclone hozzle was also good, 
but had but little force. Under no cir- 
cumstances ‘should a fruit tree of'any 
kind be sprayed whiilé in blossom, 


Good Compost for Pot Pianta. 

A good compost for pot plants or any- 
thing else can be made as follows; Skim 
off slices of sods, mix with fine brush 
and’ weeds, let get dry, and turn the 
whole mass. Mix this well with some 
leaf rnold, well decom posed manure (cow 
dung being best), one-third sand, ‘This 
compost will grow anything in the ordi+ 
nary,line to perfection. If prepared in 
the fall, store out of the reach of frost, 
and turn occasionally, By spring it will 
be in admirable order. 


Old Apple Trees. 

The rotting out of the heart of many 
old apple trees is doubtless due to the 
cutting away of large limbs by ignorant 
tree butchers without giving the wounds 
any protection, A tree properly pruned 
during early life needs nothing severe 
afterward, Treesand children are much 
alike in some respects, The time to train 
both is in their carly years.

Tho plaintiff Bonnisteo! he entered into 
one of these transactions in the fall of 1887 
with Hoss, giving his note for $150, receiv 
ing 15 bushels of the oats and « similar 
bond or agrcoment to sell for him 30 bush 
ola at $10 por bushel, and these notes now 
in suit wero transferied by Hoss to the 
plaintiff, in carrying out the oat transaction

There has been no attempt to prove this 
Company was ever incorporated, but, even 
assuming thabit had been itcorporated as 
alleged, for all practical purposes the same 
was defunct by tho laws of the State from 
which it could receive its vitality.

Upon this point the plaintiff relies upon 
the case of Lhe Bank of Toronto vs. Me 
Dougal, 28 C. P. 345, where it was held by 
Harrison, O. that the contract which 
was made in this country was legal therein, 
and it was no defence that the purpose for 
which the money advanced was to be used 
was illegal by the lawa of a foreign country. 

Here the dofendant accepted a draft from 
a firm of brokers in Chicago, in the course 
of a speculative transaction declared to be 
illegal by tho laws of the State of Illinois. 
The decision in this case only affirms the 
old principle of lex loci contractus There 
area number of English cases upon tho 
samo point, but the distinction between 
all these cases and the one in hand is,— 
there, the contract made or money advanced 
was for the purpose of carrying out a trans- 
action in a foreign country, here tho trans- 
action was to be carried out in this Pro- 
vince, 

In order to give any effect here to the 
decision in ‘*2he Bank of Toronto vs. Mo 
Dougall,’ it must be held that this tran- 
saction is a legal one. 1 do not consider it 
necessary, for the purpose of this suit, to 
determine the legality of this transaction, 

But, inasmuch as it has been contended, 
on behalf of the plaintiff, that the Oom- 
pany intended to carry out their engage- 
ments, because they had taken up their 
bonds in the previous year, that it cannot 
be shown at the time of the giving of the 
notes or signing the bond, given to tho 
plaintiff, the Company did not intend ful- 
filling the conditions entered into by them,

REBUKED BY A FRIEND. 


Under pe of *‘independence,” the 
Toronto Mail is an insidious enemy of the 
Conservative party and the ablest advocate 
of Gritism in the country ; but, although it 
has turned against nearly all its former pro- 
feasions, it has found itself compelled to 
condemn the falsehood and double dealing 
of its friends of the Ontario Government 
in regard to the question of the teaching 
of foreign languages in the public schools. 
This is what the Mail! has tosay on tho sub- 
ject: 

“The debate in the Legislature on the 
second reading of Mr. Oraig’s bill respect- 
ing the language of instruction inthe Public 
and Separate Schools of the Province, was 
begun at so late an hour on Thursday oven- 
ing that it was brought to an end after only 
two speakers on each side had taken part 
in it. However, Mr, Ornig and Mr. Mere- 
dith on the ono ride, and Mr. Ross and 
Mr. Mowat on the other, eaid all that it 
was possible to say in so short a timo. The 
former two gentlemen presented a remark- 
ably strong case on behalf not only of the 
bill under discussion, but also of the 
movement of which it was one of tho 
results. When Mr. Oraig first brought the 
subject of the French achools to the atten- 
tion of the Legislature he was met in the 
first place by denials of many of his stato- 
mente by the Minister of Education, and 
in the second place by the charge that for 
the sole purpose of making political capital 
he was stirring up a race feeling which 
would be moat injurious to the best inter 
este of the country. Now, however, the 
tone of his accusers has changed very 
greatly. The cry of partisanship is atill 
raised against him, {t is true, but the pub- 
lic has long since learnt of how little value 
this sort of political argument is. Mr. 
Oraig's charges, however, are now virtually 
admitted to have been true, The Govern 
ment, in tho first place, appointed a com 

miasion to investigate them; in the second 
place, the report of that .com 
mission, although as considerate of 
the interests of the Govornment 
as was possible, practically sustains 
Mr. Ornig’s allegations ; and finally the 
chief plea of tho Government now is that 
it has done all that can be done to remedy 
the evils which have boon found to exist, 
and that the measures which it has adopt 
ed will prove moro effective than would 
those proposed by Mr. Oralg. On this 
latter point the Opposition, for sufliciont 
reasons, takes the opposite ground, and 
there is not the slightest room for doubt 
that the great mass of the English speaking 
eople of the province are with them.

A OUNTRAST. 


We recently quoted the offictal report of 
the State Assessors ot New York, which 
showed a steady and heavy decline in the 
value of farming lands in the Empire State. 
In pleasing contrast are the following facts 
and figures in relation to our own >ountry, 
which were given by Mr, Adam Brown, 
M. P., in his speech on the budget : 

He said that one unacquainted with the 
facts hearing the speeches of the hon. 
mémberson the other side of the House 
could not fail to come to the conclusion 
that tho country was in ruins, that the 
farmers wore in a deplorable condition and 
that Canada offered no inducements to 
immigrants. Ho quoted statistics to show 
that tho farmers of Canada had been able 
during the past ten years to gradually ro- 
duce their mortgages, and they would thank 
the gentlemen on the government side for 
Maintaining instead of decrying their credit. 
Hoe showed how grossly the previous speak- 
or had exaggorated tho indebtedness of the 
country and misrepresented the condition 
of the people. Most of those who left the 
rural districts did not emigrate to the 
United States, as was stated, but went to 
our glorious Northwest to build up that 
country and carve out a great future for 
themselves, Here are some facta 
which he submitted to show what 
& progressive country this is; Farm lands— 
Value per acre of Ontario farm lands, 1888, 
$44.75, 1882, $31.33, or an increase of 42 
per cent, in the value por acre during the 
only ye: in which the farmers of the 
United States experienced a shrinkage in 
the valuo of their farms, During the six 
yoars 1882-1887 the average per acre of 
Ontario farm lands was $29,67, In 1888 | 
the value per acro, as previously atated, was 
$44.76. Tho values in 1888 of farm lands, 
farm buildings, implements and live stock 
over 1882 shows the largo increase of $9,- 
870.000, Daring that period the Canadian 
farmors exported of live atook and meats 
about $60,000,000, tho groator proportion 
of which came from Ontario. Farm 
buildings.—1t had been the oxporionce in 
the United States, and competent author- 
ities agree on the point, that there has beon 
a great doterioration of farm buildings, 
contral and western Kansas alone, for ox 


your. Tho statistics of the Ontario Goy 
ernment bureau, however, show an enhanc 
ed yaloo of farm buildings, which in 1888 
wore $8.58 por nore, in 1882 wore $6.67 por 
acto, Tho avorage por yoar from 1882 to 
1887 was $8, showing an increase of 68 conta 
last year over the poriod named, Farm 
imploments,—In 1882 the value per acre 
of farm implomonts was $1.83, for the 
poriod 1882 87, the avorago value was $2 
16. Last year, 1889, $2.27, or an advanco 
of 26 por cent, in tho value por acre of farm 
implements. Live stock.—In 1882 tho 
value per acro of live atock on Canadian 
farms was $4; 1842.87, $4.62 per nore;

That these contracts do not fall within 
the definition of gaming, nor are they 
against public policy, because the transac- 
tion can only affect private parties, individ- 
ually, and the general good, or community 
at large, cannot be affected thereby. 

That the defendant acquiesced ia the 
contract and confirmed it, and cannot now 
sot up fraud, as a defence, to which he was 
himself a party. 

It was conceded by the plaintiff that the 
intrinsic value of the oats was no more than 
any ordinary kind of oate,—40o per bushel; 
and upon the bond, conspicuously printed 
in red ink was the following provision, viz : 
‘‘It is agreed and understood by and be- 
tween the parties named to this bond and 
said Company that the transaction covered 
by this obligation is of a speculative char- 
acter, andis not based upon the real value 
of the grain.” 

Many authorities wore brought to my 
attention on behalf of both parties. 
Among those tor the defendant were sever- 
al cases decided in the Supreme Oourts of 
Ohio and Michigan,where it has been held, 
at common law, such transactions as we 
have now in hand, were fraudulent and 
against publio policy, some of thom even 
prior to the passing of Acts by the Stare 
Legislature making them illegal and orimi- 
nal. 

For the purpose of this suit [ do not 
consider it to be necessary for me to enter 
upon the question as to the impossibility 
in law or in fact of carrying out the agree 
mont contained in the bond, or whether 
these transactions are void at common law, 
as being against public policy, or, that they 
fall within the definition of gambling trans 
actions.

1b was urged on behalf of the plaintiff 
that he is not bound by any agreement 
the defendant may have made with a third 
party, viz: the Oompany; that the defend- 
ant made his notes payable to Hess or 
bearer, and that he became an innocent 
holder, for value, before they fell due.

pocket ; that ho used this bond asa cloak 
to his transactions, knowing that more 
people would be caught by such a conspic- 
uous document, than by a plain agrooment 
from himeelf, who was a stranger without 
proporty in this locality, As to the inten 
tion of Hoss to carry out his ongagements, 
it is conceded that many of thom wore

Darwin estimated that worm 
ing earth for tho rake of the vegetable mat- 
tor it « sand forming castings, bring to

worm casts, which form a fine manure for

Farm Notes. 

Reports of large yiolds of corn from cor 
tain now kinds should not induce farmers to 
discard tho old varieties, as tho soil, manure, 
tnd climate are the most important factora 
that enter into the yield of a crop, 

‘A fow years ago farmors in. grain-growing 
localities used straw lavishly for bedding, for 
the purpose of making the largest possible 
manure piles. Now tho tendency is to use as 
littlestraw for bedding as is consistent with 
cleanliness, Cutstraw, mixed with ground 
grain, makes a valuable feed, tho straw fur. 
nishing carbonaceous matter, and the meal 
giving tho oloments that make muscle and 
growth, Ifcornmeal is used 1b should be 
mixed with ground oats or wheat bran to 
make agood feeding ration, 

There are two kinds of fresh, sweet butter; 
pno filled with butter-milk ond water, the 
other firmand dry, It requires high skill to 
make the latter, and itis the only kind that 
tho best market will tolerate, but it must be 
tmade from cream that is comparatively 
pweet, Do not fool yourself with the idea 
that because you like butter with a strong, 
high flavor, that critical buyers will agree 
with your taste, for thoy will not, If you 
honestly believe that you make a first-class 
article, and yet cannot get a first-class price

Dr, Cutting, of the Vermont Board of Agri- 
culture, reckoned with his microscope 222, 
800 to the square juch; an ordinary open- 
wool shoop will have onothirtieth as many, 
Tho cultivated sheep, yielding the tno, reg 
ular wools for which modorn machinery calls, 
has been, like that machinory, virtually the 
development of the last hundred years, and 
most extraordinary examples of zoonomy as 
Ho intelligent art. Of these wools two dis 
tinct orders are recognized. Tho longer 
staples, in which also tho fibre is straightor 
and the barbs less marked, are called ‘comb- 
ing wools,” because they aro straightened 
out, much as hair is, by combs, and laid flat 
together for spinning into the smooth, hard, 
tightly twisted yarns which make the fine, 
hard-finished fabrics called ‘worsteds”—so 
named from the village of Worsted, in Nor- 
folk, where Flemish weavers, brought over by 
Edward IIL about 1881, nindo this kind 
of goods, Tho shorter staples, more curly 
and with marked barbs, aro called “carding 
wools,” becauso thoy are treated by cards, 
like tho curry-comb used for horses, before 
spinning, and theso make tho “wollens” 
proper, thicker and softer and more like felt, 
Tho shorter wools also makes folt, which is 
produced not by weaving, but by matting or 
ating together the fibres, until the barbs 
of the wools catch into each other, and thus 
make a continuous fabric, somewhat as papor 
ismade. But these wools grado into each 
other imperceptibly—nature rarely jumps; 
and the invention of improved combs has 
brought into use for “‘worsteds” many staples 
formerly too short for anything but ‘“wool- 
lena” On the othor hand, the tinal result of 
these gradations is found in wools so various 
that they may almost be called different 
fibres, so different are their qualities, Instead 
of boing grouped under one word “wool.”— 
Harpor’s Magazine, ‘

miles, and thiscan bs coyered by a special 
steamship express train in 100 hours, and in 
much less time if required. An avorage of 
30!¢ miles an hour on a railway so jvell built 
a8 tho Canadian Paciflois certainly a very 
moderate estimate, 

The distance from Vancouver to Viadivo- 
stock, tho Pacific terminus of the Russian 
railway, 48 nautical miles, and with ap 
18-knot steamship (the contract speed of those 
building for the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company for its Japan and China line) the 
time required would be 10 days and 18 houra, 

From Viadivostock to St. Petersburg the 
distance by the great Russian rsilway will 
be 6,855 milos, and at on average speed of 25 
miles an hour this would require 11 days and 
Il hours. Tho remaining stage from Bt 
Potorsburg to London requires at present 
2 days and 20 hours,

world trip, if cennections are closely made, 
will therefore be as follows:

Thirty-cight days would therefore leave a 
margin of 2 days and eleven hours for doten- 
‘tions from bad connections and otherwise, 
and as itis clearly within the power of the 
Canadian Pacific Company to start its steam- 
ship oxpross train from Quebeo within an 
hour or two after the arrival of the Liver- 
pool steamor, and to start its Pacific steamer 
from Vancouver within an hour or two after 
the arrival of the train at that point, this mar 
gin will be ample for detentions,

int would be at Viadivostock, but if there 

a daily train sorvice trom there, this delay 
would be less than 24 hours, At St. Poters- 
burg only afew hours’ delay could occur 
owing to the frequency of the trains toward 
London, 

At forty miles an hour over both the Can- 
adian aud Russian transcontinental railways 
—whicli {& not at all improbable—the time 
would be reduced flye days and three hours, 
and, therofore, assuming that close connect- 
jons are made and that as fast time is made 
on the Atlantic as has already been made to 
Now York, it will be seen that the feat may 
possibly be accomplished in thirty days. 

All of us here smile at the applause follow- 
ing Nollie Bly’s feat in going around the 
world in seventy one days, Why, an inani- 
mate object—a newspaper—a copy of the 
London Times,” went around the world by 
the Canadian Pacific route nearly three years 
ago in two daya less timo than that. It was 
back in tho ‘Times”’ office in London on the 
sixty-ninth day after its publication, and this 
occurred without prearrangement, The Mar- 
quis of Huntley while in Japan recelyed a 
copy of the “Times” via Suez on the day a 
Canadian Pacific steamer was sailing for 
Vancouvor, and it occurred to him totry the 
experiment, Hoe forwarded the paper by 
mail to the “Times” with tho result stated,

Pacific the time can readily be made as fol- 
lows:

On the suvject of good and bad roads the 
following from the pen of the late Dr, J. G, 
Holland draws a comparison unfavorable to 
the existing road system in America: 

“The point which I wish to {:npress upon 
my Amercian reader is simply this: that the 
English horse, employed in the strects of a 
city or on the ronds of the country, does 
twice as much work as the American horse 
‘imiliarly employed in America, ‘This is the 
andeniable fact. No man can fail to see it 
who has his eyes abouthim. How does he do 
Itt Way does be do it? These are most im- 
portant questions to an American. Is 
the English horse better than the American 
horse’ Not at all, Is he overworked? I 
have seen no evidence that ho is. have 
teen but one lame horse in London. The 
imple explanation is that the Englishman 
has invested in perfect and permanent roads 
what the American expends in perishable 
horses that require to bo fed, 

“Weare using to-day in the little town of 
Springfield just twico as many horses as 
would be necessary to do its business if the 
roads all over the town were as good as Main 
street is from Furry to Central, We are sup- 
porting hundreds of horses to drag loads 
through holes that ought tg be filled, over 
sand that should be hardened, through mud 
that ought not to be permitted to exist, We 
have the misery of bad roads and are actual- 
ly or practically called upon to pay a pre- 
mium for them, It would be demonstrably 
cheaper to have good roads than poor ones, 
Itis so here, A road well built is easily 
kept in repair, A mile of good macadamiz- 
ed road is more easily supported than a poor 
horse,” 

The expense of building good roads is an 
important item, and the macadam is too ex- 
ponsive for country byways and crossroads, 
nnd, in fact, is only feasible where travel is 
extensive. Macadam 380 feet wide and 9 
Inches thick in the contro requires 5,500 tons 
of broken stone to the mile, The cost of 
stone varies from 70 cents to $2 a ton, and 
this would bring tho cost of surface material 
up to 83,850 to §11,000a mile, A macadam 
road has recently beon made nedr Philadel- 
phia at an average of about $3,000 a mile for 
six miles, but there was a good foundation 
to work on, At Bridgeport, Conn., forty 
miles of good macadam, 18 to 20 feet wide, 
including grading, cost a trifle under $3,000 
a milo. 

The committee on improvemont of high- 
ways, Rhode Island division of the League of 
American Wheelman, recently received two 
important letters upon the subject of good 
and bad roads which are of gunoral interost. 
Ex-Governor Henry Howard, of Rhode 
Island, says: 

‘I am very glad to learn that there is some 
prospect of legislation in regard to our faulty 
highway system, When I returned from my 
first and prolonged visit to Europe I could 
scarcely believe that I bad all my lite been 
familiar with such roads as met my eye on 
my return, In no part of my travels had I 
seen roads so poor as is the rule in our country 
towns;and I had been in some out of the way 
Places, too, We are moro wasteful in this 
respect than all other things put together, 
Comparing the rural sections of Europe with 
those of our country, th re is no doubt, I 
think, but that a horse there performs double 
the duty ho docs here, and therefore is worth 
twice as much. It would be the highest 
economy to put all our roads in a pormanent- 
ly good condition. When it is once done the 
annual expense isas nothing tothe money 
which is expended now without any beneficial 
results, There is no class to which highways 
aro 80 advantageous as to farmors. If they 
could be induced to give the subject sufficient 
consideration they would soon puta stop to 
this egregious folly of ‘working out the 
tax,)” 

Tho president of the Rhode Island Domestic 
Industry society writes: 

“Asto the matter of highway improve- 
ments, I think it is of the greatest importance 
to tho prosperity of our agricultural com- 
munities that some change should be made in 
their care, ° 

“At prosent in some parts of our state there 
is a gradual shrinkage in the value of our 
farming property, owing, in my opinion, to 
the want of better highway communication. 

“In my own town Scituate, we have about 
seventy-two miles of highway, divided into 
about sixty road districts, and in some 
of theso districts, I foar, the road taxes 
have beon expended on the * working out 
or standing out plan,’ Last spring, 
at our annual town mooting, it was 
decided to make a change by appoint 
road commissioners, the number not to 
excoed three, This change takes effect: this 
coming spring, and I hope that suitable road 
machinery may be supplied them, so that our 
road taxes may bo used to better advantage. 
As to tho present condition of tho roads in 
our state there can be but one opinion—they 
need to be improved; aa to how it should be 
done Ihave no plans, It might bo woll for 
the logislature to appoint a committee to 
tuke the matter into consideration and re- 
commond some law that should be applicable 
throughout the state,”

had to be conveyed, till letters from London 
to Liverpool or Manchester were charged 
eleven pence, those to Edinburgh or Glasgow 
one shilling four and one-half pence, and to 
Cork or Londonderry, ong shilling five pence, 
and oyen these exorbitant rates were at once 
doubled ,or trebled if. the letter, however 
light, contained one or more inclosures, or 
consisted of two or three peices of paper. 
Thus a letter consisting of a sbeot of paper 
and acheck, with an envelope to inclose 
thom, which now goes from London to Cork 
for one penny, would prior to 1840, haye been 
treated asa treble letter, and charged four 
shillingy and three pence, or more than fifty 
fold tho presont rate, 

Letters in those’ days were almost always 
sent unpaid, and wore in many cases refused 
by the persons to whom they were addressed 
especially those of the poorer classes, so that 
the poatoftic constantly. overshot its mark in 
its endeavor to make a great profit, and had 
to carry tho lotter from the writer to the ad- 
dresses, and after all to lose the whole post- 
ago, The old high ratesof postage simply 
killed all domestic or friendly correspondence, 
or drove it into iliet channols, and in proof

pag Vestige of o Vonturo That Cost Her 
Owners 85,000,000, 

We hayo so often been called upon in past 
years ‘to announce the last, and the very 
last, avd positively the very last of this 
magnificent, bot generally useful ship, 
which has lingered on through an obscure 
but profitless existence since her first voyage 
to New York proved. a commercial failure, 
that the standard hullon the Mersey shore, 
to be broken.up for afew thousand pounds’ 
worth of iron, may seem a reminiscance of 
the fate repeatedly doclared to be imminent 
and commonly believed to bo past. 

lt is thirty yoars since sho first put to sea 
from the Thames, and her passage down the 
channel was marred by a shocking disaster, 
tho blow-up of her steam apparatus, which 
cost ten lives; but tho laborious efforts to 
launch this enormous leyiathan, aa she waa 
at first called, in 1857, from Scott, Russell's 
building yard at Millwall had beon om{nous 
of ill-ssuccess, Mon were killed by tho break- 
ing of gear attached to hydraulic engines thar 
slowly pushed her ‘broadside on into’ the 
comparatively narrow river, and Mr, Brunel, 
the eminentenginoor, dying a few days after- 
ward, was thought to be a victim of sore 
anxiety and severe disappointment. 

One serviceable and bonorablé preform: 
ance, the laying of an Atlantic telograpb 
cablo in 1866, is sof down to the. grodit of 
the Great Eastern, but experience bas shown 
that .vessols of moderate size can do such 
work just as well. Itisasad chapter in the 
history of marino architecture, and some 
people must have lost, at one time or another, 
nearly $5,000,000 altogether by this immense 
mistake. Tho Great Eastern might, perhaps, 
have boon converted into a very commodious 
floating hotel, moored in some tranquil bay, 
she could never have been a good sea-going 
ship, or competed in speed, comfort, or safer 
ty with tho admirablo lincrs of recent con: 
struction. Her engines, indeed, were nant 
festly of insufliciont power, and she rolled 
grievously for wantof a keel.

nection with the murder of the man found in 
the canal here on Nov. 0, 1888, Ho was ac 
companied by Mr, John Lawrie of Toronto, 
who identifled the body as that of his father, 
Mr, David Lawrio of Toronto, a harnos» 
maker, formerly of Montreal, where he 
at one time carried on an extensive busines 
and gavo it upon account of ill-bealth. 
Mr, Lawrio says his fathor had considorablt 
money with him at tho timo, about $500 ot 
more, and was looking about among the amall 
country towns with the object of starting in 
business, Tho murdered man last wrote to 
his family from Cayuga on Oct. 28, aince 
which time no trace of him could be found. 

Mr, Murray says be is indebted to the pub- 
Ho press of Toronto for being able to have 
tho body identified, as it -was tho doseription 
there given somo weeks ago that was no- 
ticed by the unfortunate man’s family. 

Mr. Murray {s making tho connecting 
links in the chain of evidence very close to 
Clomo, who will bo tried at Cayuga, on 
April 28, Tho dotectivoe says thore are 
othors connected with the orlme who are not 
yet in custody, 

For nearly 18 months the authorities have 
been ondeavoring to identify the murdered 
man, Ob March 28 last Government Do- 
tective Murray furnished the Toronto papers 
witha description of the man and tho clothing 


he wore, and this it was that led to 
his identification, In The World of 
April 5:g it was stated that the 


body was thought to be thatof a harness 
maker formerly of Toronto, Tho above 
despatch confirms the report. Mr, John 
Lawrie, boarding at 58 Richmond-4 troot 
west, a mailing clerk on thé staff of The 
Empire, after reading tho description of the 
Dunnville floater came to the conclusion 
that the body might be that of his 
father, David Lawrie, Tho latter, 
who was about 54 yoars of ogo, was 4 
harnoss-maker by trade and left for Haldi- 
mand County, intending to start a shop in 
one of the villages there, He had about $80¢ 
in his possession. A lotter was received from 
the old gentleman, dated Cayuga, a few day: 
before his disappearance, announcing his in- 
tention to locate in that neighborhood, 

Mr, Lawrie communicated his fears to De 
tective Murray and yesterday accompanied 
that officer to Dunnville, and after inspecting 
tho clothing positively identificd it as that 
worn by his father when ho loft Toronto, 
Deceased, besides the son mentioned above, 
left another son and two married daughter

The Right Honorable Baron Dowse, Ba- 
ton of the Irish Exchequer, who died very 
suddenly on ithe 14th of March while on 
clronit attending the sasizes for the Oounty 
of Kerry at ee, was one of the greatest 
‘Wits as well as ono of the ablest Judges 
that has ever sat’on the Irish Bench.

ters the law courageously, and with the

tlemen like you, The greatest master of 
English that probably at present is in ex- 
istence, has described boycotting to be 
* combined intimidation made use of for the 
purpose of destroying the private liberties 
ot choice by fear of ruin and starvation. 
The creed of boycotting, like every other 
creed, requires a sanction, and the sanction 
of boycotting is that which stands in the 
rear of boycotting, and by which alone 
boycotting can, in the long run, be made 
thorouglily offective.’ Kor some reason 
or other the propounder of this vigorous 
and truthful definition seems to have chang- 
ed his opinions upon the subject. I can- 
not tell the cause of that, It is no busi 
ness of mine to speculate on that; but, 
thinking over it, it ocourred to me that 
probably the aphorism that I was familiar 
with when learning to write, under the 
head line set mo by my old master, ‘Evil 
communications corrupt good mannera'’— 
(laughter)—that, I think, will be found to 
ve the cause of the change of the definition; 
but, as I said bofore in this county, the ex- 
igencies of political life have nothing to do 
with the laws of morality. Tho laws of 
morality have foundations built below the 
tide of war, whether political or any 
other, and it is not possible for any body 
of statesmen to pass & suspensory bill for 
the Ten Cominandmentas, Therefore, { think 
that the dofinition given originally of boy- 
cotting atill provatls—*organized intimida, 
tion for the purpose of ruining people by 
throats of starvation and injury.”

the Goyernment respecting the 
bill relating to the stamping of leather were 
now under consideration and he could not say 
whether or not the measure would be pro- 
ceeded with. 

Tho second reading of the Criminal Law 
Amendment Bill, which has been twice re- 
printed sinco it was introduced, was moved 
by Sir John Thompson, who briefly explained 
the provisions. To the clause covering the 
seduction of females by employers or 
guardians ho proposed to add a provision 
enabling the defendant to testify on his 
own behalf and requiring the evidence of 
tho prosecutrix to be corroborated. The 
provision respecting offences against males 
had become necessary by reason of the no- 
toriety which such offences had attained in 
the old country, and the fact that they had 
made their appearance here, 

Hitherto there had been no Dominion 
legislation on the subject of incest, the 
anomaly existing that offences of this nature 
highly punishable in somo provinces were not 
punishable at allin others, In Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, British Columbia and Princo 
Edward Island there were convicts serVing 
Jong terms for incest, whilst in old Canada the 
offence inyolved not one hour's imprison- 
ment, 

‘The clause as now drafted did not interfere 
with the marriage relation except as botween 
parent and child, brother and sister and 
grandparent and grandchild. 

A clause had been inserted at the request 

the labor organisations making 
it “perfectly plain that their mem- 
bers would | not beliable to pro- 
secution for combining to refuse to work for 
any person. Certain other requests hnd 
been made in this connection which it had 
not been thought advisable to grant, For 
instance, immunity had been asked from 
punishment for the more malicious form of 
boycotting, but this he was not willing to 
accede, 

Provision had been made for the comfort 
of jurors, alloying them refreshments and 
hoat in tho jury rooms in certain cases, for in 
this age he thought it was no longer required 
that thoy should shiver and starve when 
coming to their detormination. ‘The House 
then went into ¢ommitteo on the bill, 

At the suggestion of Mr. Blake, in which 
Sir Johu Thompson concurred, the age 
of Women protected against seduction by 
guardians or omployers was raised from 2L 
years as proposed in the bill to 30 years, Tho 
clause rolating to the commission by malo 
persons of acts of gross indecency was amend- 
ed by making flve years instead of two the 
punishment to which persons convicted aro 
Hable. 

The Honse continued in committes after 
recess, whon an interesting di 
curred arising out of the clause providing 
Against polygamous practicos, This is in 
troduced in view of tho migration of Mor. 
mons from Utah to settle in our Northwest, 
Mr. Blake rather hinted bis disboliof that 
thoy abstained from polygamy in the 
Northwest and hoped that tho Government 
would not only keop a strict watoh over those 
who had come but would discourage furthor

Tn conclusion, he said that it was not nec- 
essary for him to say that by the evidence 
produced before the committee, the examin- 
ation of the ministers of the crown and of 
officers of tho department, Mr. Rykert was 
wholly exonerated of having done anything 
that was wrong. 

Sir John Thompson said that it would not

Rocent Frosts Haye Cut Down the Grain 
—An Unfavorable Outlook, 

Wasumeron, April 10.—Tho report of 
tho statistician of tho Departmont of Agri- 
culture says the condition of winter wheat on 
April Laveraged 81 for the entire breadth. 
The general average for rye was 928, 
Beeding of wheat was late in the states of tho 
central valleys becaugé of drouth and the 
soil was therefore not in the best con- 
dition, but the mild winter continued 
growth until the plants were too luxuriant 
to withstand the usual vicissitudes of 
March. Recent frosts have cut down tho 
growing plants quite generally, and in web 
orsubmorged areas tho roots have been 
destroyed.

Smut In Oats, 

Some interesting details of experi- 
ments with regard to the damage done 
to oats by smut have been sent out by 
the Kansas experimentistation. The ex- 

) \Periments showed clearly (1) that the 
parasite is carried with the seed oats; (2) 
jthat the seeds from smutted fields will 
» produce a smutty crop; and (3) that it is 
very doubtful whether the disease is ever 
occasioned by the use of straw manure 
which contains smut, In ordinary cases 
- itwas found that the disease could bo 
(entirely prevented by soaking the seed 
for fifteen minutes in water heated to 
180 degs. A still better plan is to ob- 
tain seed free from smut; when this was 
done the crop in every case was also free. 


Grafting Wax. 

The usual ingredients of grafting wax 
are resin, beeswax andtallow. The pro-

performing the operation is of small im- 
portance, as, for instance, when a very 
little lopping is to be done on vigorous 
and well established trees. But 
young or newly transplanted ones it is 
very essential that tho right time 
chosen, as a difference in time may re- 
sult in su ssful growth on one hand, 
| and the death of tho trees on tho other. 
If the object is to increase the vigor of 
tho tree or to improve its form without 
retarding growth, do it when the tree is 
dormant, or before the buds dwell in 
spring; or if tho trees are of hardy kinds 
it may be done at any périod after the 
eaves have fallen in autumn and the 
commencement of growth in spring. 
Heavy pruning renders a tree more lia- 
ble to injury from intense cold, and for 
this reason tho. general rule may be 
adopted to pruno early in spring, when 
vigorous growth is to be promoted or not 
retarded. 

But there are occasions when the work 
| may be done on growing trees, or in sum- 
mer. On rich, well cultivated and ma- 


nured land the growth may be needlossly 
vigorous, and a moderate amount of 
pruning may be even benoficial, and in 
trees of less vigor light pruning to bring 
the trees into good shapo may be quite 
admissible.

Noclear sighted breeder will be 
contented to raise the animal that in 
common parlance is denominated the 
gereral purpose horse. He is a compro- 
mise between the two types that aro re- 
| quired to furnish three-fourths of the 


market requirements, and fails to give, 
in any considerable degree, the distine- 
tive merits of either, 

Tho combination of speed, style and 
weight so often found in the roadster 
stallion of the present gives us an ani 
mal entitled to the careful consideration 
of a class of our farmers, A standard 
bred roadster stallién of superior style 
and finish, and weighing in proper con- 
dition 1,200 pounds or upy js, is a 
grand acquisition to a community of dis- 
criminating farmers, From such a sire, 
and well bred, clean limbed, good styled 
roadster mares, weighing 1,100 pounds 
or more, aclass of colts should be pro- 
duced that will always be in demand for 
carriage work In our cities, as well as 
adapted, toac ain extent, to the wants 
of a class of our farmers, 

A strong point in favor of the heavy 
horse industry is the uniformly food 
prices obtai n the uggregato of sales, 
The brood mares best adapted to the pro- 
duction of he colts are those best 
suited to the largest requirements of our 
farm work, The farmer's maro mity be, 
then, the animal fitted for the perform- 
ance of farm labor by formation and 
size, and may also combine qualities that, 
when she is judiciously mated, will pro- 
duce colts that are in demand at highly 
remunerative prices.

AN ILLUSTRATION IN PRUNING, 

Before the introduction of barb wire 
fences many experiments with hedging 
were made through the country. In 
pruning and cutting down niuch of the 
work was propérly done early in the 
spring, and they made avigorous growth, 
Fig. 1 represents an end view of such 
ahedge planted with honey locust, and 
well formed by successively cutting back 
before the leaves opened. Fig. 2 rep- 
resents another honey locust hedge plant- 
ed about the same time, the cutting back 
of which was deferred till early sum- 
mer, some of the trees of which were ab- 
solutely killed by the operation, Such 
instances as these, the number of which 
might be greatly increased, show the 
check which is given to young trees by 
pruning at the wrong time. On large 
trees instead of on hedge plants the dam- 
age would be much less if only a moder- 


Shipping Bees by Mall, 

The question below has been recently 
asked and answered in American Bee 
Journal: 

“For how long a time is it supposed 
that a queen and accompanying bees .n 
bear the confinement of shipping by 
mail?” 

P. L, Viallon replied: “It depends upon 
many circumstances. I have had them 
to die in transit in two or three days, and 
again perfectly alive after twenty days. 
Ihaye received queens mailed in Ger- 
many, which were nineteen to twenty- 
one days on the way and all came lively.” 
G. W. Demaree answered: ‘When put 
up right they can stand confinement 
twenty days, as I know by experience, 
and how much longer I do not pretend to 
say.” ° CG, H. Ditbern said: “For an in- 
definite time, probably as Jong as the 
food and warm weather would last.” M. 
B, Chaddock said: ‘Ten days or two 
weeks, They are now sent across the

It is hardly necessary to add that all 
wounds made by cutting limbs an inch 
or more in diameter should be covered 
with paint, grafting wax or shellac var- 
nish, 

Grape Vines Shedding Leavos, 

Some varieties of grapes, notably the 
Catawba, aro inclined to shed their leaves 
before the fruit is matured. Again, the 
cause of leaf shedding may be traced to 
lack of draining. Southern Cultivator 
names as one cause of premature leaf 
shedding a too liberal use of bone, which, 
if pure raw bone, is a highly nitrogenous 
manure. Leave off the bone for a few 
years and substitute acid phosphate and 
kainit, or ashes of hard wood or of cot- 
ton seed hulls, Potash is considered a 
specific fertilizing clement for grapes 
and fruit trees generally. Nitrogenous 
manures, such as bone edd, cotton seed 
and cotton seed meal, stable nianure, 
etc., induce too great 4 luxuriance of 
vine, in the opinion of the authority 
quoted: 

Plant a Small Plot of Raspberries, 

It requires but a small plot of rasp- 
berries to give an abundant supply for a 
family. They should not be set out until 
late in the fall or early spring, and if a 
protected locality be selected for them 
they will bear a little earlier than if ex- 
posed, The raspberry delights in a rich 
soil, and the canes should be well ma- 
nured every season. The red variety is 
the best and sends up new plants from 
the roots, which soon give a thick mass 
of canes in the row. The black caps are 
propagated by rooting the tips of the 
canes, which are bent to the ground and 
covered, 


Ixias and Sparnxis. 

A pot of these is a pleasing feature in 
the bulb line, and quite a departure, as 
these plents are not much grown. In 
growth, they remind one of gladiolus, as 
do the bulbs themselves, with the ex- 
ception that they are smaller. There 
are various colors and shades, and the 
fully developed spikes are very hand- 
somo and graceful, The only extra at- 
tention they need is much water when 
in bloom. The freesia is another flower 
which has become popul. nd grows 
more 60 as its merits are known.—Amer- 
ican Agriculturist, 

Frait Trees.

The editor of the journal referred to 
stated that ‘bees will stand the confine-

three or four days.” 


Spontaneous Combustion of Hay, 

The following instance of spontaneous 
combustion of hay is cited by Ohio Far- 
mer; Mr. Isaac Pyle, of Kewanee, Ills., 
While filling a large barn with clover 
this season, fotitid that the bay became 
80 hot that the men could not work in 
the mow, and foutid it necessary to re- 
move the boards from a portion of one 
side of the barn and take out a part of 
the hay, which, upon being exposed to 
the air, took fire and was entirely con- 
sumed, Iam not able to give particulars 
as to how long the bay had been in the 
barn in this instance, or as to its condi- 
tion when placed in the mow, whether 
it was well cured or merely wilted. I 
saw the barn in September, and Mr, Pyle 
told me the story of the burnt hay, I 
can only say the barn was a large one, 
and the whole of the space under the 
hay was used as astable. I think there 
was a ventilator in the roof, but am not 
sure, 


Dressing Poultry. 

Asarule New York and Philadelphia 
dealers prefer dressed poultry that has 
only the feathers removed: head, feet 
and entrails remain, Boston, Baltimore 
and Chicago markets require that the 
fowls be “drawn.” Some markets—as 
Chicago, for instance—give preference to 
dressed poultry that has been relieved of 
the heads and which has the skin drawn 
up and neatly tied over the stumps, 
Prairie Farmer makes this very sensible 
suggestion: “If you want to know how 
to dress your poultry so that (if other- 
wise good) it will command the highest 
price, send right straight to a commis- 
sion house that deals in poultry or to 
some retail dealer in poultry in the place 
where you propose to sell your poultry 
and find out just what kind of dressed 
poultry sells best—whether dry or wet 
picked, drawn or undrawn, is preferred,”

Change the Rose Soll, 

The secret of success in rose culture, in 
the main, isa frequent renewal of the 
soil. Among the best rose growers-the 
faith in merely a rich garden earth, how- 
ever highly tilled and augmented with 
special manures, for this’ favorite flower 
is on the wane, while faith in new #olls, 
fresh sites and farm yard manure grows 
stronger day by day. ( 

Could the rose bed be moved to a new 
location periodically, as in effect is done 
by those who force roses for cut flowers, 
the course would besimple enough, This 
being impracticable in the ordinary out 
door culture of private gardens, we may, 
instead, according to Popular Garden- 
ing, resort to the very effective substitute 
of applying heavy dressings of fresh soil 
periodically to the rose beds, To do this 
readily it is best to remove part of the 
surface soil of the bed in the autumn, 
and forking in the fresh earth as deeply 
among the roots as practicable, with as 
little destruction of the roots as possible, 

As to the nature of the freshening earth 
nothing better could be used than the 
upper layer, say six inches deep, from 
the turf of a pasture lot or of the road 
side, This earth could be applied direct- 
ly after being somewhat divided by 
handling. Rather a better course would 
be to prepare it a year in advance by 
adding to it one-sixth of the bull of good 
stable manure, piling the two substances 
up in alternate layers. 


Treatment of Potato Rot. 

Clarence Weed, of the Ohio experi- 
ment station, was one of the first to suc- 
ceasfully apply fungicides upon a large 
scale for the purpose of combating the 
dreaded potato rot or blight. Two acres 
of potatoes were set aside for experiment. 
Bordeaux mixture was sprayed upon a 
part of the plantation on May 28, June 6, 
June 29 and July 16, To the Bordeaux 
mixture London purple was added, one 
ounce to ten gallons, to destroy the po- 
tato bug. The conclusions of this experi- 
ment are; 1. A large proportion of tho 
injury done by the potato rot can be pre- 
vented by spraying the vines with the 
Bord mixture. 2, This treatment

frequently diminishes the amount of scab 


affecting the tuber 8, By adding Lon- 
don purple to the mixture the same treat- 
ment may be made effective in prevent- 
ing the injuries both of the rot and Colo- 
rado potato beetle.” 


Teach Yellows, 

The infallible sign of the yellows in 
the peach is the multitude of their wiry 
sprouts that start late in the season and 
fecble growth. Other signs, 
Hy curl or discoloration of leaf, 
ay show feebleness from insect attacks, 
and especially the peach borer, If the 
thin, wiry growth appears, dig the trees 
affected out and burn them. Dose all 


Keep the trees 
growing Vv » and they will at 
Jeast be less liable to attacks from the 
yellows. 


A Point in Quince Cultare,

Queer Fishes In Connecticut. 

Queer fish are sometimes caught in th 
Tunxis River. Within a year or two some 
unrecognized varieties have beon caught at 
Tariffville and Windsor, Saturday Mr, Geo, 
Blodgott, in pulling in his net at the Thral 
place in Poquonock, founda fish of a kind 
still differont from the unrecognized Tariff 
ville capture—of which, if we remomber, twe 
or three were caught a year or two ago—and 
unlike anything he had seon, It was aboul 
soven inches long, with a dark olive-groen 
body, in shape and action much like that of @ 
burbot, (This latter rare fish—or one pro 
nounced to be the burbot—has been caught 
in recent years, repeatedly, in the Connecticut 
not far from the mouth of the Tunxis; but 
its hoad, every time, was much like a bull- 
hoad’s.) But the head of the fish caught this 
morning was much moro like that of an eft, 
or evet, one of the nowt tribe of the lizard 
family, than that of a burbot; and it had 
also some resemblance to the head of an eel, 
Its dorsal and other fins were apparently thos 
of the burbot. Some queer fish seem to be

Ambidexterity. 

The sword exercise in which the Roman 
soldior was practiced trained him to use 
the weapon as skilfully in the left hand as 
in the right, so that in caso of injury to 
either arm he could still defend himself, 
Tho pains then taken to make an efficient 
soldier should now be taken to make of 
every youth an efficient workman, This 
can be done only by giving to the left hand 
eal easo and strength with the right. 
There are many kinds of work in which the 
laborer finds a decided advantage from an 
occasional shifting of hands, te rests him 
almost us much as it would to stop 
working. This is the case whore the strain 
comes mostly on one hand, as it does in 
using the hoe. Itis much the same with 
the use of the apade, the rake and the 
pitchfork, the axe, the saw and the ham- 
mer. Again, there are places where two 
can work together more comfortably and 
more effectively ifone of them can use the 
implement lefthanded. By lefthanded 
use is understood the putting the left band 
forward upon the handle of the axe, the 
hoe, the shovel andso on. In felling a 
tree two choppers can work together if 
they stand on the same side of the tree. 
To stand together they must chop one left- 
handed, the other righthanded, Were 
they to stand on opposite sides of the tree 
it would be difficult to tell just where the 
tree would fall, So, too, in shoveling a 
pile of dirt, two persons can work together 
until the last shovelfal is taken up if they 
use the shovel in different hands; other- 
wise they cannot, This training belongs 
to the home. It is moat successfully given 
in the early yeara of the child; but as each 
tool and implement is first put into the 
hands of a boy ho should be carefully prac- 
ticed in the differont ways of handling it.— 
Youth's Companion.

What a Boy Should Know at Eighteen. 

A youth of eighteen, whois to havo tho 
best chances, ehould know how to study, and 
how to doit with enthusiasm also, because 
he has learned the lesson at least five years 
before, 

Enthusiasm, guided and controlled by 
knowledge as to the use of the powers, is the 
true life of a living man, alive with the spirit- 
ual forces, Everything else is in sleep, or is 
dead, 

Tmake my starting-point, and my guiding 
thought, the thought that he should learn how 
to study, and should gain enthusiasm, at tho 

ling. 

In tho first place, as I think, the study of 
language may be most hopefufry and success 
fully started in these earliest years, ‘The boy 
moves joyously where the man finds only 
labor and weariness, Tho children of our 
households to-day, may gain the same thing 
that wo gained at five and twenty, and far 
more than we gained, when they are ten or 
twelve; and the progress is liko the joyful 
bong of their childhood, when they are led 
along the rational method. They grow up 
into French or German, as it were, as they 
grow up into English, and talk, and read, 
and sing in these languages, just as they do 
in their own, Why should they not breathe 
in enthusiasm with every breath of their 
learning! It was with a great price, indeed, 
that we obtained this froedom. But they were 
free born, 


Let me say here that, iu my judgment, 
every boy who has the best chances ought to 
haye the mastery of the French or German 
Janguago (I should say of both) before he is 
eighteen years of nge—a mastery kindred to 
that which bo has of English. He should, 
also, have sucha knowledge of Greok and 
Latin as will mean power in and over those 
languages, and will enable him to read them 
with caso and with satisfaction as ho enters 
upon his college course, Tho man who knows 
the ancient languages as ho ought to know 
them, will never contend against their hold- 
ing a place in the education of all widely- 
educated and roundly-cducated men, 

Tho boy who has the best chances ought, in 
the years between twelve and oighteen, to be 
set forward on his course in history and the 
beginnings, at least, of the literature of his 
own language. 

My feeling is that tho boys who have tho 
best chances shohld know something of music, 
and dbould, at least, seo the opening of the 
door toward art studies, ‘The opinion is now 
well established, I suppose, that all persons 
can be instructed in vocal music with a 
moasure of success, I beliove thatthe same 
thing can be accomplished in the line of instru- 
mental music, 

That the athematical studies shonld be 
pursued energetically before the you bh has 
reached the age of which we are speakiag, 1 
may add, is admitted by all. The mon of

beon seen before. Hardwood finish and brick 
and tilo and asphalt floors ina stable Wore 
certainly never heard of before in this demo- 
cratic land. But there it was, frregular in 
outline, picturesque in adornment, elaborate 
in appolutinent, and worth $50,000, and thers 
it is to-day, 

Tho building is really in 
ined together at the end 
iirst wootion in plain in app 
story in height, and is the part used for the 
storage of carriages, It is surmounted at 
the westendby aventilator, this portion 
being tho hor ble, At this end it is 
joined by another section, the Junction being 
by the overlapping of the two sections 
This section is more elaborate in its external 
uppearance, having a bandsome conical tow- 
er On each sido and a gable also on each sido 
just beyond the tower. Tho towers aro 
built from the ground, but rise only to 
about the height of the beginning of the 
roof, which in this section 1s higher than in 
the iirst, to give space in the caves for the 
storage of hay. The roof is surmounted. by 
two ventilators, » third section joins 
this sect.on also by overlapping. This is for 
the uso of the cattle, and has gables and 
towers likethe part just described, and the 
supply of ventilation is eyen morw olaborate, 
The building is clapboarded to the beginning 
of the roof, which, in the main sections, is 
double-pitched and shingled, The gable and 
ventilators are also shingled, The towers 
are shinglea from the ground, but in red to 
tho beginning of the second pitch of the 


threo sections,

roof, and from that pointin the ordinary 
color, making a very marked contrast. Tho 
windows, which appears at intervals all 
oyer the building is uo regular order, are 
set with small panes. The doorways aro 
wide and the entrance large. The lower 
story is painted the fashionable light yellow, 
to correspond with the house, but the shingles 
are left unpainted, thus producing an odd 
offect, 

The entrance to thecarringo house is 
through acovered shed, which is used as a 
standing place for the horses and carriages of 
visitors, Passing throngh o sliding door 
from the carriage house, the horse stable is 
entered, The floor is laid in brick, the finish 
of the roorn is hard pine, andthe five box 
stalls and six open stalls are als) of the same 
material, Above the woodwork of the box 
stalls are fixed iron gratings. There are ac- 
commodation for twelve horses, and at tho 
writer's visit each stall was occupied, Among 
the animals were a thoroughbred horse, Ken- 
tucky, which bas made amile in very close 
time;a thoroughbred year-old colt, unnamed, 
which is half sister to Maud 8., saddle horses 
and polo ponies. Outof the horse stable 
open the harness room, well supplied with 
all convenience and equipments, the feed 
room, and the hay barn, 

Out of the hay barn opens the cow stable, 
which is a model apartment of its kind, and 
might well make the neighboring farmers 
stare with wonder and bewilderment at the 
character of its appointments. The floor is 
Iaid in sheet asphalt, the woodwork ia hard 
pine, and the places for the cattle are simply 
two rows of low stalls, which face each other 
and extend down the centre of the room. 
‘Theso are supplied merely with bedding, tho 
food of every kind being served to the animal 
upon the bare floor, which, together with 
every appointment of the apartment, is kept 
scrupulously clean. There are accomoda- 
tions for twenty cows, and all the stock are 
registered or eligible to registration. On the 
front of each stall isaplate bearing the name 
and pedigree of the animal occupying it, and 
each cow wears about her neck a chain with 
a padlock, upon which are the initials of Mr. 
Vanderbilt. 

Out of this room opens another, which is 
occupied by a number of box stalls for the 
use of cattle and calyes. There are probably 
few cows on the island which cost as much as 
$100, while here there is not one which is 
valued at $500, and from that sum thoy rise 
in price to $3,000 and $4,000, and one animal 
jumps in value up to $10,000, 

A door from the cow stable admits to a 
largo shedlike addition, which is the sheep- 
told, where some forty or fifty sheep are 
sheltered, This, too, is floored with asphalt, 
but bas a thick covering of straw above it to 
give greater warmth. 

Other features of the farm are a large hen- 
nery and amodel dairy. The hennery con- 
sists of a series of houses forming throe sides 
ofa hollow rectangle, They are low and 
rambling instyleandof varying dimensions 
of height, length, and width, thus giving a 
very picturesqueeffect. Adjoining tho houses 
are three large henyards, enclosed by low 
wooden fences topped with high wire nete 
tings. The hennery furnishes accommodations 
for a large flock of hens and other poultry, 

The dairy is certainly a modo! of its kind, 
It isan addition to the main bouse, a single 
story in height, and plain in its outside ap- 
pearance, Witbin everything is noat and 
clean and sweet, Passing through an ante- 
room, where the churning and buttermaking 
processes are performed, a door opens upon a 
flight of stops which decend to tho dairy 
proper, which ishalf below ground. Tho 
stops are broad stone slabs, with 9 handsome 
brass railing, and the floor to which they 
lead is of red tiles, while the walls are of 
white glazed tiles and the ceiling of hard 
pine, The dairy is divided into two rooms, 
both small, but’ admirably adapted to their 
purposes, ‘Tho first contains a large refrigor- 
ator and both hot and cold water, 

‘Tho buildings are now all in order, and the 
work of improvement isin progress upon 
the grounds. Tho land is being sewered to 
provide the necessary drainage for the best 
cultivation of the farm, roads are boing laid 
oul over the estate, and the promises aro 
being gradually brought under cultivation.

Importance of Diveriied 
Re. 


Farming 
patratod os Why the Por 


Staked on One or Two Crops. 


Too much stress oan searcely be laid 
upon the importance of raising a variety 
of crops, and not hazarding all upon a 
favorito one, which, by a failure “caused 
by an unfavorable season, may Occasion 
a loss that fow farmors are able to bear, 
One of the reasons usually assigned by 
farmers in favor of their occupation is 
that, although not a money making one, 
it is a safo business if properly conduct. 
ed. It not only affords a good living 
without the Habilities attending ynost 
business callings, but, by slow accumu- 
lations, will in time compare favorably 
in its regults with other occupations that 
are commonly deemed more lucrative, 

In all sections there should be leading 
crops, adapted to the soil and climate, 
to which more than ordinary attention 
may be given, but as a general rule the 
fortunes of the season should not be 
staked on one or two crops. If corn, 
wheat, oats and potatoes are the chief 
staples, there is no probability that the 
season will be so unfavorable that none 
will succeed, One or more of these may 

suffer, while the others do exceedingly 
well, and thus compensate for a partial 
deficiency in the whole, Wealthy cap- 
italists in the northwest may hazard all 
‘on the success of single crops of wheat, 
but to the average farmer this matter of 
safety isan important one that should 
not be disregarded, He may not handle 
as much money as one may do in favor- 
able seasons with special crops, but in 
the end he is quite likely to show as 
much real profit as the man who grows 
only one loading crop, Of our grain crops, 
corn is by far the most trustworthy, and 
while we may bave seasons in which the 
crop may proye unprofitable, its adupt- 
ability to all soils and climates mukes it 
one that no farmer, cither north or south, 
can afford to omit. 

Nowhere have the advantages of diver- 
sified farming been better demonstrated 
than in the south. There, as heretofore, 
cotton will continue to be the money 
¢rop ; but it has been learned that a suc- 
cessful cotton crop means one whose 
avails are not to be used up in paying for 
plantation supplies purchased while it 
was being produced, Agai in both 
north and south, a now species of farm- 
ing, of which the old time agriculturists 
knew little or nothing, has come into 
vogue, and truck farming, as it is called, 
often yields profits that so far exceed 
those of the staple crops as in many dis- 
tricts to cause most of the latter to be 
abandoned Yor market gardening.

Bleaching Meeawax, 

The query, ‘Which Is the best and 
quickest way to bleach common yellow 
beeswax?” was recently submitted to 
leading beekeepers for answer in Amer- 
ican Bee Journal. 

Dadant & Son replied: “Put it in the 
sun in thin strips, when the sun is not 
hot enough to melt it. Some yellow wax 
never bleaches,” 

G. W. Demaree said: “I have given 
very little attention to the art of bleach- 
ing beeswax. My mother, many years 
ago, bleached beeswax by making it in 
thin cakes and exposing them to the sun 
and dews.” 

Mrs, L. Harrison answered; ‘‘Make it 
into thin sheets and bleach it with sun 
and dew, just as muslin is bleached, A 
lady at Rahway, N. J., accumulated quite 
a little fortune at bleaching wax afew 
years since.” 

J. P, H. Brown suid: ‘*A good plan is 
to sheet it and then expose the sheets toa 
strong light.” 

A. B/ Mason advised making the wax 
in thin sheets, keeping moist and expos- 
ing to the hot sun for a few weeks. 


The Cheapest Egg Food. 

The cheapest egg food in winter and 
most complete in the proportions of ni- 
trogen, carbon and mineral matter, says 
the editor of Field and Farm, is a mix- 
ture of clover (chopped into half inch 
lengths and scalded), corn meal and 
bran. The ration supplies bulky food 
(or an equivalent of green food), pro- 
motes digestion and costs less than any 
other food. It affords a variety, and 
corn may be given also. Experiments 
show that as long as the hens are kept in 
exercise, corn may be fed liberally, but 
though one may attribute all the bene- 
ficial effects to corn, yet the amount of 
food of a various kind picked up by the 
hens in winter is greater than may be 
Supposed, especially if they have access 
tothe barn yard, as they will pick up 
clover heads, leaves, the blades of corn, 
fodder and other foods required.

Of Interest to Dairymon, 

At the last annual meeting of the New 
York State Dairymen’s association the 
following facts were gleaned: From 
three hundred inquiries sent out to dairy- 
men in regard to their success during 
the past year one hundred and forty re- 
plies were received, Thirty-five give 
better results, caused in 80 per cent, of 
the cases by better feed, better cows or 
better care. Rain and low prices are 
given as reasons for failure. In only 
two herds was the milk weighed. 

Professor Cook announced the fact 
that the butter which won the first prize 
at the Paris exposition was made in Ver- 
mont, This butter was made from milk 
set in large pans and was;churned in a 
barrel churn. The professor ulso made 
the statement that he believed the cen- 
trifugal separator extracted more butter 
fat than any other of the processes, The 
secretary advised members who desire to 
drive skim cheese out of the market to 
be diligent in inquiries at the groceries 
for ‘full cream cheese.” The director 
of the West Virginia experiment sta- 
tion, who was present, said that he bad 
no faith in the ripening of cream for 
butter, but could make the gilt edged 
article better without ripening than 
with it. 


The Heifer'n First Calf,

Dwarf Cherry Trees, 

The growing of dwarf cherry trees was 
recommended at a meeting of the Ne- 
braska Horticultural society. The plan 
advised consisted in heading down the 
trees as low as eighteen inches from the 
surface of the ground, so that the lower 
limbs, when loaded, trail upon the sur- 
face, This low heading makes the fruit 
much moreeasily gathered. With mulch 
under these low limbs, it effectually pre- 
vents growth of grass and weeds, and 
prevents deep freezing of the soil. 
About two hundred and twenty-seven 
trees are planted per acre, and until the 
branches spread to prevent it, the ground 
between the trees should be well culti- 
vated, 


Propagating Roses. 

An English gardener describes a simple 
mode of propagating roses, claimed to 
have special advantages. Good cuttings 
are placed in a bottle containing water, 
and this bottle is hung on the sunny side 
of a wall, and there left, additional 
water being supplied as it is evaporated. 
‘The water often becomes warm in the 
sunshine, and in a comparatively short 
time the cuttings form a callus, in less 
time it is claimed, and more certainly 
than in soil. They are then planted in 
pots in the ordinary way. Some good 
Hybrid Perpetuals on their own roots 
have been raised in this way. The ex- 
periment is very easily tried, 


Roplanting Peach Trees. 

It is not advisable to set young peach 
trees in the same spots from which old 
ones have been recently dug out. True, 
the drain which: the old trees have made 
upon the soil can be supplied by fertil- 
izers; but the dead roots left in the 
ground are filled with fungus which is 
likely to fasten in time upon the roots of 
young trees, 


Horticultural Brevities. 

Hoed crops among trees are advocated 
by western orchardists, after which al- 
falfa and hogs may occupy the orchard. 

The wild plum is used for hedge rows 
in some parts of Nebraska, 

‘A bird will leave the cherry for the 
mulberry,” says one grower of the latter 
fruit, 

As tested at the Geneva, N, Y., station, 
the Bubach strawberry is pronounced 
very vigorous, free from rust; very pro- 
ductive of large bright scarlet fruit, soft, 
quality No, 1. 

A now and destructive borer of the 
tops of rose bushes is reported as having 
appeared at Au Sable, N. Y., during the 
past summer, It is not yet been named, 

Using the long scion and a short root 
is claimed by many nurserymen to be 
the only true way in root grafting opera- 
tions. 

Beets, onions and other root crops are 
improved by carefully selecting such 
roots for seed as we Wish to grow, and 
doing talsifor several consecutive years 
will fix the type, so that the roots will 
come true,

THE DAIRY INDUSTRY. 


The interests of our great cheese industry 
are, we note with pleasure, being looked 
after carefully by those who are connected 
| with it, On Friday last, we learn from the 
| Ottawa correspondence of the Empire, an 

important deputation from Ontario waited 
upon tho Minister of Agriculture, Among 
those present were Messrs. E. W, Casswoll 
and John Podmore, of Ingersoll; D. Dor- 
_byshire and F. H, McOrae, of Brockvillo; 
Benjamin Hopkins, of Brownsville, aud 
| W. H, Cook, of Belleville, The gentlemen 
Were present as representatives of dairy- 
men’s Associations and other organizations. 
They asked protection from the Govern- 
ment on the use of a brandon ‘Oanadian 
| full cream cheese,” skimmed milk cheese 
and sometimes ‘‘filled” cheese, which are 
/mado by tho removal of the cream 
from the milk and the substitution of ani- 
| mal or vegetable fats for it, and are some- 
times shipped from American points in 
bond through Canada. When such pro- 
ducts arrive in port on the other side of 
the Atlantic the unsuspecting buyer be 
lieves them to be cheese of Canadian make, 
since they come from a Oanadian port, and 
sometimes on a bill of Iading roading from 
a Canadian town or city, The deputation 
urged upon the Minister of Justice the de- 
sirability of giving effect to their requests 
by immediate legislation, An Aoctis want- 
ed which will constitute it a punishable 
_ offence for anyone to put the brand 'Cana- 
dian full cream cheose” on any cheeso that 
is not the product of whole pure milk only, 
or any cheese not manufactured in Cana- 
ds. Regulations were also asked for ro 
quiring that all cheese of United States 
mak» that are shipped from Oanadian ports 
shall bear the brand, ‘'United States pro- 
duct inbond,” Mr, Casswell particularly 
urged the appointment of Government in- 
spectors of milk, with power and instruc 
tions to prosecute any person found sending 
or fforing adulterated milk or skimmed 
milk to any choose factory. Professor 

Robertson, dairy commissioner, accompan- 

ied the deputation and will present a mo- 

morandum ombodying the views of these 
ropresentatives for the consideration of the 
minister and Government. Hon. Mr, Car- 

ling expressed his pleasure In receiving a 

deputation representing 80 vast an import- 

ant an interest as the cheese of the Domin- 
ion. Hesaid that everything that could be 
done to protect the superior reputation 
which dairymen had established for Oan- 
adion cheese in England would bo done 
readily. He would lay the matter, which 
Prof. Robertson would roduco to writing, 
bef re his colleagues, After thanking the 
minister for the courteous reception and 
hearing the deputation withdrew. 
Probably there may be difficulty in carry- 
ing out some of tho suggestions of the dep- 
utation, but no doubt the Government will 
do «li in their power to protect this vast 
industry from unprincipled competition, no 
matter whence it msyarise, Sir John and 
his colleagues will not be influenced by those 
foars of'‘offending the United States” which

At a distance of 850 feet the new gun is 
almost absolutely accurate, It is a sure 
shot ata single kneeling man 1,100 feet 
away, or at two men kneeling side by side 
1,600 foot away, or at two men side by side 
2,000 foot away. 

“To illustrate the wonderfal efficiency 
of the new gun,” says a military writor in 
the Munich Allgemeine Zeitung, *I will give 
a few more examples of what its effect on 
warfare will be. From now on even the 
stoutest trees will give the foot soldier in 
battle little protection, for the balls from 
the new guns will simply pass right through 
the trunks, Six men in a column, each 7 
paces from the man before him, may be shot 
through with one bullet, provided that iv 
contact with no metallic substince on the 
personsot anyofthom. The disadvantage 
that the bullet of the new gun leaves only 
a siall hole behind it, is comparatively in- 
significant, Moreover should an enemy, as 
has often happoned, defend himself behind 
& village or court yard wall, he will be pro- 
tected only in case the wall is remarkably 
stout, for balls from new guns have repeat- 
edly penetrated with ease walles brick and 
a half thick. ‘The present ré-arming\of the 
German infantry, together with the intro- 
duction of the smokeleas'powder, is, of all 
the re-arraings of infantry in this centary, 
the most important, A gun has been intro- 
duced which in every respect is superior to 
all other guns, This fact is of the greatest 
importance, and cannot fail of a considera- 
ble effect on infantry tactics, especially in 
the direotion of the more frequent forma-

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Bishop Cleary's Uireular 
_ Notonly asit affects the modus vivendi 
in this province and the nearer approach to 
it which his church devires in Ontario, but 
also os it touches the principle of denomi- 
national or parochial schools which the Ro- 
manCatholics have been ao vigorously cham- 
pioving in the States, Bishop Oleary’s re- 
cent circular muat be considered ill advised. 
The complete independence of the parent 
in the choice of schools for the education 
of his children, has been one of the points 
on whioh special stress has been Iaid in the 
controversy with the advocates of the 
public school system. It has been urged 
again and again both in the press and in 
the courts, that any attempt to control 
the family in the field of education was 
simply tyranny. In the enquiry condoct- 
ed a few months ago before the Legiasla- 
ture of Massachusetts, the argument of the 
Roman Catholic counsel was mainly direct. 
ed to this point, The act which was then 
under discussion was a measure introduced 
to meot just such checks on individual 
liberty as Bishop Cleary’s circular would 
impose. One important clause of it 
was to the Intent that ‘any person 
or persens who shall influence or attempt 
to influence any parent or other person 
having under his or her care or control any 
child between the ages of eight or fourteen 
years, to take such child out of, or hinder 
or prevent such child from attending, auch 
public ur approved schools, by any threats 
of social, moral, political, religious or 
ecolesiastical disability,” were to bo pro- 
CTA and, if found guilty, doly 
unished. The Roman Catholic clergy of 
sachusetts declared such a pro, 
vision useloss and unecessary, as being 
directed against evils that did not 
exist. Witnesses were brought forward to 
show that Oatholic parents enjoyed the 
same liberty as Protestants in the education 
of their childron, If they wished to send 
them to the public school there was no o! 
stacle in their dolng so. Tho “priest (said 
one witness) had no right to forbid it.” Lt 
“was averred by another witness that. such 
a thing as excommunication of parents for 
sending their children to public schools was 
unheard ofin Lowell. When asked wheth- 
or, if his pastor told him'to take his child- 
ren from the public, to send them to the 
parochial, school he would do 20, he replied: 


“This is a free country. Ifa priest tried 
to exercise further aubhorit , 1 would not 
obey.” Another daid'that he did not care 


whether he was threstened or not; he would 
send his children to whatever school he 
chose, and another atill denied positively 
having ever heard of the sacrament being 
refused on account of declining to comply 
with the priest's injunctions as to the’par- 
ochial schvol.. ‘Lhe chief counsel for the 
opponents of tho blll concluded his address 
by saying that ‘Catholics know what'their 
religion is, and they know that they have 
the liberty to send their children to any 
achool they wish.” 

Now, it is evident that, as the opinion 
largely provaila among the Protestants of 
the United States that a certain amount of 
compulsion is exercised to make parents 
send their children to the denominational 
schools, so'it was the object of the Roman 
Oatholics who opposed the Mansachusetts 
school Jaw to prove that such opinion’ had 
no foundation ‘in fact: In an article that 
has been much discussed and much quoted 
from, Cardinal Marining gives the impres- 
sion that such is thé case, and that Oatholic 
parents are wholly unrestrained in the mat- 
ter of their children’s education. Indeed, 
the main charge that His Eminence brings 
against the public achool system is, that it 
interferes with the free choice of the father 
and mother. “The society of mankind,” 
he says, *‘eprings from the unity, authority 
and obedience of homes * * * Filial 
duty is the root of civil obedience * * * 
Parents have the right to control the edu- 
cation of their children. They are bound 
to select such schools and instructors as 
thoy believe to bo aafest and best for thoir 
children * * * No education law can 
prosper which is not in conformity with pa- 
rental rights and liberty of conscience,” 

In the face of this argument, we need 
hardly point out that the course of Bishop 
Cleary, as indicated by the circular, of 
which he hay not denied that he is the 
author, is anomaly, His Lordship has 
given occasion to those who disapprove of 
the reparato school system to pronounce it 
possible and even probably dangerous to 
the liberty of the citizon, What the pen 
alty of transgressing the command of the 
church, as clearly sot forth in His Lord. 
ship's instructions, must be to the devout 
Ontholic, our readers are aware, By mak- 
ing it a gravo offence for a paront to send 
hin child to the public school tho Bishop 
cute him off from what he values movb in 
tho world. Plainly, dictation of that kind 
is incompatible with the liberty that every 
citizon should enjoy in # country like ours, 
Theno are the comments to which the 
Bishop's circular lies open, and that such 
a documont should hayo boon issued at such 
a crisis is extraordinary, Tho explanation

dn France does not exceed 7,500 kilogrammes 
deny 147 hundredwelght) to the hectare, a hee 
tare being 24 acres, the varioty known ns 
the Imperator may, under certain conditions, 
yield as much as 35,000 to 40,000 kilogrammes 
per hectare of tubers, with more than 20 per 
cent, of dry starch, Tho figures woro quite 
borne out by M. Girard's own experience, his 
crop of 1589 ylolding 39,000 kilozrammes of 
tubers per hectare, with 20.4 per cent. of 
starch, equal to 7,955 kilogrammes of dry 
starch, which is niore than the general average 
Weight of tubers themselves in France, In 
thirty-three out of forty experimental casos 
throughout the country the general rosult

Afterward, under walks of one anda }inl 
and two miles, taken threo timos dai 
pulmonary troubles disappeared. He 
thirty years after. tho journey, from careln- 
oma of the stomach, his lungs being normal, 
except that one presented evidence of an 
ancient cleatrix at its apox. 

Ho prescribed for his childron the same re- 
gular out-of-door exercise which had been so 
beneficial to him, As soon as they wore old 
enough they were required to take daily morn+ 
ing walks of about a mile and a balf, If at 
any time they \.ure observed to be drooping 
they were taken from school and sentinto the 
country to’ have farm life and out of-door 
play to their hearts’ content, In conseq\- 
vnce of this early instruction, all his descend- 
ants have become thoroughly impressed with 
tho advantages of daily walking, of summer 
vacations in the country, and of camping out, 
&c,, among tho mountains. Dr, Bowditch’ 
father had married bis cousin, who, after long 
jnvalidism, died of chronic phthisis is 15%. 
Certainly a consanguineous union of two con: 
sumptives foreboded nothing but evil. Yet 
of their eight children six are either now alive 
or they arrived at adult age, married, and 
have had children, and grandchildren, but 
not a trace of phthisis happeared in any of 
tueso ninety-three persons, 

Dr, Bowditch sees nothing but the influenc+ 
of out-of-door life to which this immunity of 
his family from consumption can be attribut- 
c Ho has prescribed it, under proper pre- 
cautions, in his practice for years, ‘and says, 
in conclusion; “I baye no objection to drugs, 
properly chosen, and I almost always admin- 
istol them; bavif the choice were given mo to 
stay in the house and use medicines, or to 
live constantly in the open air without them, 
I should infinitely prefer the latter course in 
case of my being threatened with pulmonary 
consumption.”

poison in the syotem, ‘The tetanus bacilli,” 
he observed, “are like little tod-like vegeta 
ble forms of great minuteness, looking vnder 
the microscope not unlike pieces of broken-up 
match sticks.” ‘This bacillus adheres to varir 
ous objects, such as a rusty nail or a rako 
left lying out in the air or other similar 
things, and when these pierce the skin the 
poison is introduced into the body. 

It is incomprehensible to many people that a 
puncture from a rusty nail in tho foot or a lit- 
Uecutor scratch in somo part of the body can 
cause such terrible suffering and death, but 
whien the bacilli are taken into the system 
and gotiuto the warm blood they multiply 
with wonderful rapidity and are soon scat 
tered through every part of the system in 
great numbers, It isacurious fact that there 
is sumewbat of a analogy between the action 
of the tetanus bacillus and that of stry chine 
upon the system, many of the symptoms and 
convulsions of tetanus being present in case 
of strychnine poisoning. 

Dr, Leffman related a fairly well authenti- 
cated caso to prove the germ origin of tetanus 
During an earthquake which occured within 
the last fow years o number of people had 
taken refuge in a Couple of churches were in- 
jured by the collapso of the buildings, It 
was that many of the wounded from one of 
tho churches were stricken with tetanus, 
whilo those ‘rom the other edifice were un- 
affected. A careful examination resulted in 
disclosing the fact that the walls and in- 
terior parts of the former church were 
swarming with tetanus germs, while the 
other was free from them. Every person in 
the infected church who was wounded by 
flying bits of plaster or’ wood ran the risk of 
being stricken with lockjaw. 


Brazil's New Fing. 


Senhor Antonio da Fontoura Xavier, the 
Brazilian Consul at Baltimoro, yesterday re- 
ceived from his home Government the new 
national fag of the United States of tho Ro- 

ublic of Brazil, which will algo serve as his 
flag, and which will be raised for 

tho first time over his Consular offico, 808 
Second-street, on April 21. That day is tho 
auniversary of the execution of J. Joaquim 
da Silva Xavier, tho first Brazilian martyr, 
who made an unsuccessful attempt about @ 
century ago to deliver his country from the 
yoke of the Portuguese, It is the intention 
in Brazil to make this day the national holi- 
day of tho now republic, Tho flag is of green 
color with a large yellow lozenge, in the 
centre of which ise blue sphere, Crossing 
the sphere is a whiteribbon inscribed ‘Orden 
© Progresso” is green letters, Tho sphore re- 
presents the Southern sky. Twenty white 
stars below the ribbon, indicating the twenty 
States, ore arranged in the form of tho 
specific Southern ccnstellations, the cross and 
tho scorpion while nnother larger stur above 
the ribbon is intended to symbolize the capi- 
tal—Rio de Janerio, Tho design is thorough- 
ly emblematic, and in its arrangement shows 
great thought,

the women had not begun to make their 
clothing in any regular form, But in time, 
with some assistance, their ready adaptabil 
ity made them a very well-dressed people, 
Before 1 came away tho wives of those who 
had been saving sent thelr measures to Sitka 
with orders for silk dresses for church wear, 
and the young men arfayed thems 
broadcloth, wore gloves and well-blacked 
boots, and carried perfumed handkerchiefs, 

As my time was not fully taken up with 
my duties, and good fortune brought to me 
an abiding place of unusual size for St. Paul, 
Iseized the happy chance of making my 
house a meeting place for the people, and 
pecially for the children. Later we fitted uf 
a schoolroom, which we also madea place for 
social ontertainment, and kept the school 
open eight months in tho year, We wera 
greatly assisted in our school duties by illus 
trated books and papers sent to us; for so un 
varied and barren was the scenery of thé 
island, which was all of the world thesa 
children had ever seen, that it was well nigh 
impossible for them to comprehend physical 
objects of the simplest nature, 

What a mountain might bo was beyond 
thelr understanding, and the difficulty of ex 
plaining the appearance of a great forest to 
children who knew no vegetable growth 
larger than the purple lupine on their gentle 
slopes was greater than one can tell. It was 
necessary, however, to exercise the strictest 
censorship in our Ulustrated lessons, as it was 
difficult for all to comprehend caricature 
even in its simplest forms; even the most im- 
possible pictures they believed represented 
facta. 

I found the people living in separate faml 
lies, and as far as could seo, there was no 
more immorality among them than would be 
found in any decent clyilized community. 
‘The women were modest in deportment, the 
children obedient and respectfal to their 
parents, and the men always manifested a 
disposition to assist me in all my efforts. 

In character they were mild’ and gentle, 
with the expression of settled melancholy 
habitual to those races which haye no amuse 
ments. In thisrespect, however, they changed 
greatly as opportunity developed the merri- 
ment latent in thoirnatura.

The Grand Jury ke Their Pre- 
t 


A Large Amount of Business Transacted 
io & Short Time. 


Ono week from to-day the High Court of 
Justice for the County, opened before Chief 
Justice Armour, Tho docked was an un- 
usually large one, embracing a docket of 
twenty civil causes, and the heaviost 
critninal dookob that thore has been in years, 
Tho list wan yoaterday exhausted, with the 
exception of the case of Wm, Arnott, 
charged with manslaughter, which,owing to 
jury liet being exhausted, was laid over un- 
til the noxt sitting of the court in the fall. 
This result has been acvomplished by His 
Lordship, who has a faculty of disposing 
of busi with groat rapidity, thus offect~ 
ing a great saving to tha county. 

Tho Graud Jury yesterday brought in a 
truo bill against Frank Jones, of Sidney, 
for shooting at Cornelius Young with intont 
to kill, This will be tried at the next 
Court. The jury also mado thoir prosent- 
ment, which was as follows 
To His Lordship, Chief Justice 
presiding at Hastings Assizes : 
Wo, Hor Majesty's Grand Jury of the 
County of Hastings, beg to present to your 
Lordship as follows: We have inspected 
the County gaol and find there 22 inmates, 
19 males and 3 females, none of whom had 
any Cay to make as to their treat 
ment. We find further that the gaol is in 
first class condition, that the prisoners are 
classified in the manner provided by tho 
regulations, there being seven separate 
apartments provided for prisoners. 
We find that a comfortable and conven- 
ient dwelling house has been recently built 
for the gaoler, which woe consider to be a 
valuable and necessary addition to the gaol. 
And generally w9 believe no better con- 
ducted gaol is to be found in Oanada, 
Wo also visited the Deaf & Dumb Inati- 
tution and feel that we cannot give too 
much praise to that institution, whether as 
to the buildings, the management or the 
instruction there imparted, 

We regret that so er offences have 
come before vs for investigation, some of 
them of the most serious character, and 
trust that the epidemic of crime is now a 
thing of the past. 

We also visited the Hospital and Home 
for the Friendleas, and were very favorably 
impressed with the manner in which those 
Institutions are conducted, and also the 
adaptability and location of the buildings, 
Tho County and City deserve credit for es 
tablishing such necessary institutions in this 
locality.

be some hulp to the poor down-trodden 
farmore if Sir Richard and his party,] mean 
such of them as have made long-winded 
speeches, would buy barley and get it 
ground to feed their chickens, What 
grand sight it would be to see Sir Richard 
; and others going around in feather breeches 
with a dish of ineal scattering it for the 
young chicks, while the two-legged hens 
would go “oluck, cluck” and the chicks 
would **peop, peep” and eat and grow fat. 
No doubt this would holp the farmers some, 
not only as to their surplus barley,but also 
eggs. 

Well, the sension is dragging its slow 
length along and very little doing, How- 
over, like everything else the session must 
have an end, but perhaps not before Sir 
Richard has another trip to Washingon 
looking to be Premier of Canada as shadow- 
ed forth from his last visit, in the Boston 
Globe, which states as follows ; 

“A Washington despatch to the Boston 
Globe, announcing the progreas of Secretary 
Blaine'’s alleged continental reciprocity 
trade scheme, saya :

Blaine has succeeded in rousing on the 
other alde of the border a tremendous feel- 
{ng in favor of unrestricted reciprocity with 
the United States, asshown by the vote on 
that propovition a few days ago in the Can- 
adian Parliament, when the reciprocity 
party carried their side. 

“Sir Richard Oartwright, leader of the 
Canadian Liberals and the coming Premier 
of the Dominion if his party oan gain as- 
cendancy over the Tories, has within » 
month or rix weeks beea in Washington in 
consultation with Mr. Blaine, The agree- 
ment was then reached between the two 
statesmen that while Mr, Blaine was push: 
ing rectprocity with South and Central 
America in the Pan-American Qonference, 
Sir Richard Cartwright was to do all in his 
power to lead Canada up to free trade with 
the United States,” 

I thought best to give you the whole of 
what the Boston Globe states instead of the 
last paragraph, as ao doubt his misston will 
be the better understood. What a fine 
Knight old Granny Fudget, alias Sir Rich- 
ard, is! How ungracious for HerMajesty's 
favors, and how disloyal to the Dominion | 
He a would-be Premier—he tho head of the 
Government ! Never, no never, unless Can- 
ada is to be sold to **Uncle Sam" for a meas 
of pottage. 

Lauppose it won't be long till we shall 
hear from Mr, Charlton's mission. Of one 
thing we may feel aure, that it would bode 
no good to Canada. ‘Rule or Ruin” is and 
will be the ory of auch enemies of our noble 
country.

A Fireman on the Hero Meots his Death at 
Northport. 


Norrurort, Ont,, April 18.—Last night 
about 11 o'clock, Oharles Mayell, first fire- 
man on the steamer Hero, was drowned at 
the wharf here. tis supposed that he mis- 
stopped his footing in the darkness, and fell 
into the bay.

Fire at Cobourg. 

Cozovra, April 18—At two o'clock this 
morning a big blaze broke out in the south- 
west corner of the stabling in Bovans' 
Hotel, George St. Tho flames rpread with 
rapidity, extending north, south and west. 
The surrounding buildings were old wooden 
structures, and burned like — tinder. 
Twenty minutes after the discovery of the 
fire about av acre of ‘yards in rear of the 
King street blocks was a scone of flames 
for four hours, Through five nozzles the 
firemen and the waterworks poured heavy 
streams upon the hot fire before it was aub 
dued, Bevans' Hotel, which for over 60 
years has been a farmers’ inn, was totally 
destroyed. Tho British Hotel and the 
brick blocks were saved, although the hotel 
kitchen and barn were badly damaged, The

British Hotel, loss on building, $800, cov- 
ered by inaurance in the Guardian; loss on 
contents, $200, covered, by insurance in 
the Commercial Union; Thomas Morrow, 
loss op outbuildings, $250, no insurance; 
John ‘Hayden, loss. on two store houses, 
$500, no insurance; Alex. Pratt, losa on 
25 new cutters stored in J. Hayden's $600, 
no insurance; Hugh and Dan. Gordon, lous 
on two barns and contents, $600, Insured 
in the North British & Mercantile for $150; 
J. Vance Graveley, Joss on barn, $200, in- 
sured in the Phasnix, of London, for $100; 
Climo Bros,, loss $50, covered by insurance 
in the Norwich Union.

Her hull has beon aquare- 
fastened throughout; new clamps, knees, 
and breast hooks tend to greatly atrength- 
enit. She has new wheel beams, bridge- 
trees and paddle-boxes, and some new 
plank were needed. The hull was thor- 
oughly well caulked and horsed from the 
keel to the covering board. The upper 
works are now being stayed and braced, 
and, when this is done and new windlass, 
anchors and chains provided, this steamer 
will come out in fine shape for the season's 
work, Oapt. Smith is in command with 
Mr. A. Sommerville of Kingston as engin- 
eer. The owner, Mr. A, W. Hepburn, has 
spared no pains in fitting up the boat. 
Her new route must become popular, Leav- 
ing Kingston on Saturday morning the 
steamer will run up the Bay of Quinte, leav- 
ing Trenton on the same evening and giv- 
ing passengers all day Sunday at Rochester 
when they can return on Monday or con- 
nect at Rochester with Mr. Hopburn’s 
steamer, the Hmpress of India, for Toronto.

Mx. Epitox,—As tho season has com- 
menced when our farmers will have begun 
their spring's work of preparing and putting 
in their crop, I would just moution, frat in 
reference to this two rowed barley ; 1 hope 
thow who have obtained the seed will be 
careful and not get it mixed with other bar- 
ley, or with foul seeds of any kind, Evory- 
thing must depend on proper culture, aud 
keeping the seed for next yoar clean, 

Some thirty years ago I sent to Scotland 
to get abarloy mill, 1t cost me $276 laid 
down at Montreal, The freight and setting 
it up ready to run, cost mo $50 more, lu 
order to stock it I also got 100 bushels two- 
rowed barley and let the farmers have it, 
advising them to keep it separato from oth- 
er barley. , The first year] gos it pure, the 
2nd year'a little mixed, and the 3rd year I 
could not use it to make pot and pearl bar- 
ley. The mill stood idle for many years, 
and ab last was sold for $100, 

If farmers won't take pains with the two- 
rowed barley now, they must expect the 
same results, and in the end lose all the 
‘benefits of wn Eaglish market. As to the 
common barley, if they grow it, instead of 
depending on the American markets they 
had better use it fur fattening their pork, 
beef and mutton, and their poultry, which 
in my opinion will be found far more profit- 
able in the end than playing second Addle 
to *drother Jonathan,” We have nothing 
to expect from him, 

It is easy for our farmers who take the 
papers, to see that England {s our beat 
market for oor cattle and sheep when well 
fattened. Our cattle bring 1 per cent. more 
than American, or for 1300 weight $13 per 
head, while our sheep, if of the right kind, 
bring at least fifty per cent, if not more 
than we can get for those bought for 
the American market, while our, spring 
lambs are worth double. It will also bea 
good market for our surplus pork, One of 
the deputations of lumbermen stated that 
0. 8 not heavy enough for 
shanty use, and therefore they wanted the 
heavy American meas pork, (anything to 
keep down duties). Well, itis kaown that 
Lhave been a Jumberman for many long 
years, and have tried this American heavy 
mess, I haye found more waste from it 
than from our own. 


the cook from 
'y_mess took nearly 
two barrels of grease or fat, which he was 
taking to Belleville to sell, when caught by 
my clerk and tho fat taken from him. That 
cook did not return to my shanty. 
I used to buy pork mostly in the hog 
end pack it myself. 1 found iv 
more profitable to do so,and when the 
cheese factories began to fatten hogs, 1 
used to buy up from 300 to 400 alive deliv- 
ered at Bridgewater, when I had them 
ughtered and packed, and found it the 
most profitable pork 1 ever had, and lees 
waste at tho shanties, it being fed with 
grain and whey from the first start, while 
the shrinkage on live weight did not exceed 
20 per cent., being 13 to 16 per cent. less 
than hogs brought from farmers’ ordinary 
fattening; and I am bold to say cur farmera 
oan make as heavy and better pork than 
the Chicago meas. ‘ 
From the number of deputations in ref- 
erence to the changes in the tariff, it would 
seem that not only the lumbermen, but al- 
most every branch except the farmers, are 
desirous of having their business made bet- 
ter by lowering the duties, or if not, not to 
increase them. Well, so far as the farmers 
are concerned, the new tariff is in the right 
direction ; an increase of $2 per barrel on 
pork, a duty of $2 on beef or 1 cent per owt., 
the preventing of American cattle being 
slaughtered in Canada, the duty on Avweri- 
can apples of 40c. per barrel, as also other 
duties on various articles our farmers can 
produce, as well as the continuation of the 
duty on wheat flour, oata, corn, &o., should 
at least satisfy the farmers that the Govern- 
ment is not forgetful of their interests. 
If the Government could be induced to 
take off the duties, where would our farm- 
ers be as to prices} at least 10 cents leas on 
every bushol of wheat, 10cts. on oate ; their 
rye and peas depreciated in price by 7hots. 
per bus., their pork $3 per bri., beef $2, and 
soon. Farmers might as well give upas to 
undortake to farm successfully, Let thom 
remomber who aro their best friends, 
A word about poultry, and I will close, 
I believe if farmors would raise more poul- 
try and food it well, those who could afford 
to hatch by incubation, and then tn the fall 
kill, pack, and ship to England, they would 
get far better prices not only for chickens, 
but for thelr turkeys, geese and ducka; they 
would use up their surplus hens’ eggs, and 
let Brothor Jonathan get his elsewhere, as 
also his poultry, except what Sir Richard 
d hie wordy foliowera could hatch out un- 
dor the feather breeches process, 
Yours, &o..
